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INTRODUCTION 


V\  liile  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  treat  the  subject  of 
the  fireman  without  the  appearance  of  a  resort  to  senti¬ 
mentalism,  it  is  but  proper  that  in  presenting  this  volume 
to  the  public,  a  word  should  be  said  of  the  brave  but  mod¬ 
est  men  who  protect  our  property  from  devastation  and 
nun  an  1  whose  seemingly  quiet  and  uneventful  lives  are 
at  times  interspersed  with  deeds  of  such  great  heroism 
that  witnesses  will  stand  with  bated  breath  and  prayerful 
hearts,  hoping  for  their  safety. 

The  general  public,  as  a  rule,  does  not  give  a  thought 
to  the  dangers  and  risks  that  are  the  every-day  lot  of  the 
fire  “laddie,"  and  by  many  he  is  looked  upon  as  an  idle- 
seeming  fellow.  They  do  not  remember  that  he  is  always 
on  duty,  when  the  sun  rides  the  radiant  sky  at  mid-day 
and  at  midnight  when  rain  and  tempest  sweep  the 
streets.  That  when  the  wind  is  weirdly  shreiking  ’round 
the  gables,  beneath  which  the  citizen  is  wrapped  in  tran¬ 
quil  slumber,  he  is  called  hurriedly  from  his  bed  and  in 
the  twinkling  of  an  eye  is  dashing  through  the  deserted 
highways  to  save  life  and  property  from  the  unbidden  de¬ 
stroyer.

The  American  soldier  on  land  and  sea,  the  pride  of 
our  nation,  the  envy  of  the  civilized  world,  with  much 
more  to  impel  them  to  deeds,  perform  acts  of  no  greater 
bravery  and  daring  than  the  fireman.  Passion,  temper 
hatred,  anger  or  rancor  toward  an  enemy  in  battle  impel 
oft-times  the  soldier  to  deeds  of  reckless  daring  that  em¬ 
blazons  his  name  upon  the  pages  of  our  country’s  history. 
No  such  incentives  actuate  the  fireman;  his  mission  is  to 
save,  not  to  destroy ;  he  is  not  actuated  by  hatred  but 
through  purely  unselfish  motives;  he  is  not  spurred  on  by 
passion,  such  as  excites  the  soldier  when  in  battles  com¬ 
rades  fall,  but  instead  faces  the  danger  and  performs  his 
duty  with  a  feeling  akin  to  love  for  his  fellow  creatures  in 
his  heart,  supported  only  by  a  determination  to  dare  and, 
if  necessary,  die  a  fireman’s  death. 

Deeds  of  daring  by  men  in  this  branch  of  the  public 
service  are  of  such  frequent  occurrence  that  they  are  as 
“names  writ  in  water”  and  though  of  equal  heroism  with 
the  man  who  fights  his  country’s  battles,  the  fame  of  the

laws  similar  to  those  adopted  by  departments  in  other 
cities.  Under  these  laws  it  will  become  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  of  the  department,  after  receiving  notification  of 
the  disabled  condition  of  a  member,  to  immediately  in¬ 
quire  into  the  extent  of  such  disability,  and  if  such  fire¬ 
man  shall  be  found  to  be  in  need  of  financial  aid  or  medi¬ 
cal  assistance,  it  shall  become  the  duty  of  the  Chief  to 
render  and  procure  the  same  from  the  funds  of  the  As¬ 
sociation,  in  a  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  his  business 
judgment  shall  dictate;  provided,  however,  that  the 
amount  of  money  so  expended  shall  in  no  single  case  of

THE  ASTORIA 


“When  Wilderness  Was  King"  in  Oregon  and  the 
mighty  Columbia,  undisturbed  save  by  the  freshets  of 
spring  or  the  canoe  of  the  savage,  wound  its  way  majesti¬ 
cally  to  its  crescent  bar,  there  to  meet  the  blue  Pacific, 
no  more  beautiful  spot  existed  along  its  shores  than  that 
point  of  land  which  had  been  named  by  Lieutenant 
Broughton,  of  the  English  Navy,  Point  St.  George.  Here, 
where  for  ages  the  wild  deer  had  leaped  through  the  for¬ 
est,  the  bear  had  feasted  on  berries,  while  with  scarce 
moving  wing  the  bald  eagle  had  soared  above;  where,  un¬ 
molested,  the  beaver  built  his  sub-marine  city,  the  sea- 
otter  slid  among  the  reeds  and  the  nimble  marten  chased 
the  squirrel  from  pine  to  pine.  Here,  where  herds  of 
seals  dozed  along  the  sandy  beach,  and  the  royal  cliinook 
salmon  swarmed;  there  came  on  the  11th  day  of  April, 
1811,  a  party  of  adventurous  men  who  had  set  out  months 
before  in  search  of  wealth  in  that  wonderful  country  of 
which  the  Lewis  and  Clark  party  had  told  such  marvelous 
tales.  These  men,  the  representatives  of  John  Jacob  As- 
tor,  the  scion  of  that  now  wealthy  house,  pitched  their 
camp  and  beginning  the  erection  of  a  trading-post  named 
it  in  honor  of  the  man  whose  great  foresight  had  enabled 
him  to  see,  even  at  that  early  date,  the  wonderful  possi¬ 
bilities  of  this  western  country. 

Here,  on  this  spot  where  nature  has  been  so  lavish  in 
her  endowments,  there  stands  today  the  second  city  in 
Oregon,  a  city  that  has,  through  the  untiring  efforts  and 
the  energy  of  her  citizens,  attained  a  most  enviable  busi¬ 
ness  reputation  which  is  increasing  at  a  rate  that  leaves

no  doubt  but  that  she  is  destined  to  become  one  of  the  most 
important  shipping  ports  on  the  great  Pacific.  Lying  at 
the  mouth  of  a  river  which  drains  an  empire,  as  yet  unde¬ 
veloped,  but  which  contains  the  wealth  of  a  dozen  Klon- 
dykes,  possessing  a  fresh  water,  land-locked  harbor,  large 
enough  to  accommodate  all  the  ships  that  sail  the  seas  of 
the  world,  the  future  of  Astoria  can  well  be  said  to  be 
brighter  than  most  cities  of  her  size  in  the  United  States. 
As  it  is  at  present  she  lacks  nothing  in  the  way  of  commer- 
cal  investment  that  should  appear  in  a  city  of  her  scope. 
All  lines  of  business  are  represented  by  stores,  factories, 
packing-houses,  warehouses  and  displays  that  would  do 
credit  to  a  city  thrice  her  size,  and  her  commercial  rating 
is  one  of  the  objects  of  her  especial  pride. 

The  local  government  of  the  city,  county  and  school 
districts  are  all  carefully  organized  and  committed  to 
policies  that  comprehend  the  public  good,  and  serve  the 
taxpayer  in  every  possible  way.  As  is  the  case  in 
all  cities  where  the  needs  of  the  municipality  are  careful¬ 
ly  considered,  Astoria’s  Fire  Department  stands  as  the 
foremost  branch  of  the  public  service.  Of  it  and  its  past 
deeds  the  people  are  justly  proud  and  it  is  with  pleasure 
that  we  accept  this  opportunity  to  compile  a  few  facts  re¬ 
garding  this  important  institution. 

The  early  history  of  the  department  is,  no  doubt, 
full  of  many  tragic,  ludicrous  but  withal  interesting  in¬

ization.  Legendary  matter,  coming  from  those  who  kne\\r 
in  the  latter  years  of  their  lives,  some  of  the  pioneer  set¬ 
tlers,  carries  the  history  of  the  Volunteer  Fire  Fighters 
back  to  the  time  when  the  town  contained  hut  a  few  build¬ 
ings.  A  tire  about  that  time  created  a  spasmodic  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  dangers  from  the  demon  and  led  to  initial 
action  for  protection.  It  was  a  primitive  movement  at 
best,  being  not  a  tangible  organization  of  even  a  bucket 
brigade,  hut  rather  an  understanding  that  in  case  of  need 
all  able  should  render  such  help  as  possible. 

This  plan,  simply  a  personification  of  that  quality  in 
the  human  make-up  which  prompts  people  to  aid  those  in 
distress,  was  followed  for  some  years  when,  as  the  city 
grew,  bucket  brigades  sprang  up  in  the  different  sections, 
as  far  as  the  exigencies  of  the  situation  demanded.  All 
of  them  responded  to  a  call  and  great  rivalry  existed  lie- 
tween  them.  The  rivalry  that  existed  in  those  days  was 
net  always,  in  fact  seldom,  of  the  “good  natured  kind,” 
and  there  are  a  few  old  veterans  living  now  whose  mem¬ 
ory  enables  them  to  relate  some  interesting  tales. 

Fighting  fire  in  the  old  bucket  brigade  style  was  a 
slow  and  tedious  operation,  and  amounted  to  nothing  more 
than  the  formation  of  a  line  by  citizens  from  the  scene  of 
the  tire  to  the  nearest  point  where  water  could  he  ob¬ 
tained,  and  the  passing  of  these  buckets  back  and  forth. 
The  tires  that  occurred,  however,  at  that  period  were  of 
little  account  usually,  as  the  buildings  were  small  and  of 
comparatively  little  value,  and  consequently  the  losses 
were  nominal.  The  rivalry  between  the  bucket  brigades 
had  its  good  effects,  however,  for  through  it  vers  brought 
about  a  compact,  cohesive,  formally  organized  Fire  Com¬ 


pany  with  attendant  elimination  of  all  ill-feeling  and  a 
greatly  increased  usefulness. 

ASTORIA  ENGINE  COMPANY  No.  1 

Astoria’s  first  permanent  organization  for  fire  pro¬ 
tection  was  brought  about  through  the  efforts  of  Charles 
S.  Wright,  S.  N.  Arrigoni,  I.  W.  Case,  A.  Van  Dusen  and 
Charles  Binder.  These  gentlemen,  after  discussing  the 
urgent  need  of  protection  from  the  ravages  of  the  fiery 
demon,  issued  a  call  for  a  meeting  of  citizens  to  he  held  in 
Masonic  Hall  on  Friday  evening,  August  12,  1870.  A 
large  and  enthusiastic  number  of  citizens  responded.  F. 
Barrows  was  chosen  to  preside  and  J.  G.  Megler  to  act  as 
secretary.  Chairman  Barrows  appointed  as  a  commit¬ 
tee  on  permanent  organization  the  following:  I.  W.  Case, 
A.  H.  Bale,  J.  G.  Hustler,  George  Flavel,  S.  N.  Arrigoni, 
Charles  Binder  and  A.  Van  Dusen.  No  further  business 
was  transacted  at  the  initial  meeting,  and  after  instruc¬ 
tions  had  been  given  to  the  chairman  and  secretary  to 
notify  the  Common  Council  of  the  intention  to  form  a 
Fire  Company  the  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Monday  evening.  At  this  meeting  a  committee  of 
three,  consisting  of  C.  S.  Wright,  G.  W.  Warren  and  A. 
J.  Megler  were  appointed  to  solicit  subscriptions  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  an  engine.  Another  committee  con¬ 
sisting  of  A.  H.  Sale,  Charles  Binder  and  J.  G.  Megler 
were  appointed  to  secure  a  list  of  names  of  those  citizens 
desirous  of  becoming  members  of  the  projected  organi¬ 
zation,  and  to  select  a  place  for  meeting. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  August  20,  a  meeting  was  held 
and  the  city’s  first  formal  organization  for  protection

Wright,  F.  C.  Carr,  Charles  Binder,  Charles  Bain,  Nico¬ 
las  Kofford,  G.  W.  Raymond,  J.  Q.  A.  Bowlby,  Fred  Col¬ 
bert,  W.  H.  Twilight,  G.  W.  Warren,  Janies  Magrath, 
Swan  Peterson,  1).  K.  Warren,  A.  J.  Donaldson,  Silas 
Osbnrn,  Willian  Borlian,  Henry  Spellineyer,  Gottleib 
Niemeyer,  John  Warnstaff,  W.  l5.  Gray,  A.  W.  Gray,  A. 
Reynolds,  John  W.  Welch,  Frank  Barrows,  II.  Berendes, 
S.  N.  Arrigoni,  A.  Wandorg,  S.  H.  Clifford,  J.  S.  Rus¬ 
sell,  James  Gray,  ('.

A  name  being  desired  by  which  the  company  should 
lie  known,  the  following  wrere  suggested:  Columbia,  As- 
tor,  Clatsop,  Concomleigh.  Astor  No.  1,  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes,  was  adopted  by  the  company. 
The  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Willamette  Engine 
Company  of  Portland  were  adopted  for  temporary  use 
and  a  committee  consisting  of  A.  H.  Sale,  F.  C.  Carr,  A. 
W.  Gray,  A.  Van  Dusen  and  W.  II.  Twilight  were  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  chair  to  draft  a  constitution  for  the  use  of 
the  company.  An  assessment  of  one  dollar  was  levied 
on  each  member  and  committees  were  appointed  to  con¬ 
fer  with  the  Masonic  fraternity  relative  to  a  meeting- 
place  for  the  company,  and  to  select  a  suitable  uniform. 
The  first  Tuesday  in  each  month  was  selected  for  the  regu¬ 
lar  meeting  night. 


On  September  5th  the  committee  on  uniforms  report¬ 
ed  that  they  had  selected  black  pants,  red  shirt  with  wide 
collar,  buttoned  over  on  the  left  side,  black  belt  three 
inches  wide,  and  glazed.  The  committee  was  discharged 
and  their  selection  adopted  after  a  motion  was  car¬ 
ried  to  ha  ve  the  name  of  the  company  stamped  on  the  belts 
in  gilt  letters.  At  this  meeting  considerable  feeling  -was 
engendered  and  much  discussion,  not  all  of  it  being  of  a 
mild  brand,  indulged  in,  owing  to  a  motion  that  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  three  he  appointed  to  go  to  Portland  to  receive  and 
escort  the  newly  purchased  egine  to  its  home.  It  seems 
that  a  large  number  of  the  members  desired  the  honor  of 
appointment  on  this  committee,  and  after  a  final 
motion  had  been  made  and  lost,  that  the  entire  company 
act  as  escort,  the  meeting  adjourned.  It  being  evident 
that  unless  something  was  done  to  smooth  the  ruffled  feel¬ 
ings  of  a  number  of  the  members  that  a  disruption  of  the 
Company  was  threatened,  F.  C.  Carr,  G.  W.  Warren  and 
IV.  P.  Gray  interested  themselves  in  this  matter  and  the 
result  was  that  a  good  attendance  greeted  them  at  the 
following  meeting  and  harmony  prevailed.  At  this  meet¬ 
ing  the  rules  wrere  suspended  and  the  name  of  the  Com¬ 
pany  changed  from  Astor  No.  1  to  Astoria  Fire  Company 
No.  1.  W.  P.  Gray  w'as  selected  to  confer  with  Rev.  Mr. 
Hyland  relative  to  securing  permission  to  use  his  bell 
as  an  alarm  call  in  case  of  fire. 

On  October  4,  1870,  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Arrigoni,  Megler  and  Barrows  w'as  selected  to  call  upon 
the  City  Council  and  request  that  body  to  appropriate 
$500  to  the  Company  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  en¬ 
gine  house.  The  records  show  that  this  committee  re-

ported  verbally  and  were  discharged  on  November  1st 
following,  but  no  mention  is  made  as  to  what  the  council 
had  promised  to  do  in  the  matter. 

ARRIVAL  OF  FIRST  ENGINE 

On  Monday  evening,  November  7,  1870,  the  Company 
was  called  together  by  a  vigorous  ringing  of  the  bell  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  the  engine  from  the  steamer  “( )kan- 
agan."  The  whole  company  responded  and  the  engine 
was  with  great  care  taken  from  the  boat  and  hauled  amid 
the  cheering  of  the  citizens  to  Captain  FlaveFs  warehouse, 
where  it  was  temporarily  housed.  On  the  following  day 
the  Company  met  to  try  the  engine,  and  on  Wednesday 
they  drilled  for  the  first  time.  They  were  directed  in 
their  movements  hv  Mr.  A.  B.  Hallock,  who  was  at  that 
time  foreman  of  Willamette  No.  2,  of  Portland. 

That  no  accident  should  befall  the  engine  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  five  were  appointed  to  examine  all  sidewalks  and 
report  their  condition  to  the  foreman,  so  that  a  route 
could  be  selected  for  the  proposed  parade  on  the  afternoon 
of  December  26.  On  this  day  the  entire  Company,  head¬ 
ed  by  the  Astoria  Brass  Band  turned  out  resplendent  in 
their  new  uniforms,  and  drawing  their  engine  proceeded 
through  the  principal  streets,  where  they  were  greeted 
with  vociferous  cheers  by  the  citizens,  especially  the  la¬ 
dies,  who,  had  the  city  of  Astoria  been  theirs  to  give, 
would  gladly  have  laid  it  at  the  feet  of  this  handsome 
body  of  men,  for  it  must  be  admitted  that  nothing  appeals 
to  the  sentimental  female  taste  like  a  handsome  man  in 
uniform.  In  the  evening  the  first  ball  of  the  Company 
was  given  in  Spiritual,  later  known  as  Liberty  hall.  The 
committee  having  the  management  of  the  same  consisted 


of  C.  S.  Wright,  J.  G.  Megler,  W.  H.  Twilight,  Fred  Col¬ 
bert  and  G.  W.  Warren.  F.  Ferrell  officiated  as  steward 
and  the  music  was  furnished  by  an  orchestra  under  the 
leadership  of  Professor  A.  Reynolds.  That  the  Company 
was  popular  and  the  ball  well  attended  is  shown  by  the 
treasurer’s  report,  which  states  that  the  net  recipts 
amounted  to  $151. 

The  Company,  accompanied  by  the  Astoria  Brass 
Band,  paraded  on  New  Year’s  day,  1871,  and  later  visited 
the  homes  of  Captain  J.  G.  Hustler,  A.  VanDusen,  P. 
Johnson,  James  Welch,  James  W.  Welch,  Irwin  Stevens, 
A.  Brown,  W.  H.  Gray  and  S.  N.  Arrigoni,  and  at  each 
place  the  members  met  with  the  kindest  reception  and 
good  cheer.  This  calls  to  mind  how  time  has  changed 
the  customs  of  the  good  old  days,  when  on  New  Year’s 
day  everyone  expected  the  hoys  to  pay  them  a  call,  even 
though  revelry  was  rife  throughout  the  land  and  we  were 
not  all  supporters  of  the  local  option  measure. 

On  January  17,  1871,  the  constitution  of  the  com¬ 
pany  was  adopted.  F.  C.  Carr  having  resigned  as  fope- 
man,  W.  P.  Gray  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  oc¬ 
casioned.  On  March  7,  1871,  James  Magrath  was  chosen 
first  assistant,  and  A.  J.  Megler  second  assistant,  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Up  to  this  time  the  engine  had 
been  housed  in  an  old  warehouse,  but  as  the  owner  thereof 
had  served  notice  on  the  company  that  they  would  have 
to  pay  a  monthly  rental  if  they  desired  to  leave  it  there, 
a  motion  was  made  to  turn  the  engine  over  to  the  Common 
Council ;  this  met  with  strong  opposition  on  the  part  of 
the  majority  of  the  members  who  were  alive  to  the  urgent 
necessity  of  fire  protection  and  knew  that  the  only  way  to 
provide  it  was  to  keep  up  interest  in  the  Company,

and  the  only  way  to  do  that,  would  be  to  re¬ 
tain  possession  of  the  engine,  to  which  the  boys 
had  by  this  time  become  greatly  attached.  It 
seems,  however,  that  the  Council  at  that  time  and  some  of 
the  owners  of  large  property  interests  were  either  ob¬ 
livious  of  the  danger  which  is  ever  present,  or  that  they 
were  possessed  of  a  spirit  too  parsimonious,  for  the  com¬ 
pany  were  compelled  to  let  the  engine  remain  in  the  ware¬ 
house  and  to  pay  monthly  rental  of  three  dollars  for  the 
use  of  it. 

On  Tuesday,  May  2,  1871,  the  company  met  to  pay 
the  last  tribute  of  respect  to  the  late  Captain  Crosby,  and 
escorted  the  remains  to  the  burying  ground,  where  the  de¬ 
ceased  was  interred  with  Masonic  honors.  On  this  date 
the  ( Ynnpany  met  and  elected  H.  Gist  to  act  as  first  assist¬ 
ant,  vice  J.  Magrath,  resigned.  On  July  4th,  of  this  year, 
the  Company  celebrated  the  clay  in  grand  style.  The 
day  was  met  at  sunrise  with  a  salute  of  twelve  guns.  At 
10  o’clock  the  Company  formed  in  procession  and  pa¬ 
raded  the  streets,  headed  by  the  Astoria  Brass  Banct. 
Proceeding  to  the  picnic  grounds  the  usual  ceremonies 
were  carried  out.  \V.  A.  Tenney  acted  as  orator  of  the 
day,  Rev.  T.  A.  Hyland  officiated  as  chaplain  and  General 
Adair  read  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  Vocal 
music  of  a  grand  order  was  furnished  by  the  combined 
choirs  of  the  town,  and  a  sumptuous  dinner  was  partaken 
of  by  all  present.  In  the  evening  a  grand  ball  was  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Company  at  Masonic  Hall, 
where  once  more  the  committee  having  it  in  charge,  con¬ 
sisting  of  Messrs.  Colbert,  Megler  and  Gray,  covered 
themselves  with  honors,  and  everybody  enjoyed  them¬ 
selves  until  broad  day  light  the  following  day;  then  seek¬ 


ing  their  homes,  a  tired  but  happy  people,  all  voting  As¬ 
toria  Fire  Company  No.  1  a  credit  to  the  town. 

On  duly  1 1th  the  office  of  first  assistant  foreman  was 
declared  vacant  and  G.  W.  Warren  was  elected  to  serve 
during  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

The  first  of  the  charter  members  of  the  Company  to 
cross  over  the  Great  Divide  was  Henry  B.  Adair,  whose 
death  occurred  August  24,  1871.  The  entire  Company 
marched  in  a  body  to  the  grave. 

On  Saturday,  September  2d,  a  large  number  of  the 
members  of  the  Company  went  to  Portland  in  response 
to  an  invitation  previously  received  from  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  there,  to  participate  -in  the  annual  parade  of 
that  body.  Upon  their  return  the  following  Wednesday 
all  hands  reported  a  good  time  and  excellent  treatment. 
September  12,  1871,  the  following  gentlemen  were  elect¬ 
ed  to  officer  the  organization  for  the  ensuing  year :  Fore¬ 
man,  F.  Ferrell;  first  assistant,  W.  H.  Twilight;  second 
assistant,  Jacob  G.  Coe;  I.  W.  Case  was  elected  president, 
but  as  he  respectfully  hut  positively  declined  to  serve  A.  J. 
Megler  was  elected,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  tendered  to  Mr. 
Case  for  his  services  in  the  past.  C.  H.  Page  was  chosen 
secretary  and  A.  Van  Dusen  treasurer.  On  this  date  S. 
N.  Arrigoni  was  elected  the  first  honorary  member  of  the 
Company.  The  secretary  reported  the  receipt  of  a  check 
from  Mr.  Carl  Bosco  for  $35,  being  the  proceeds  of  a  bene¬ 
fit  performance  given  by  Mr.  Bosco  for  the  Company. 
The  amount  was  placed  in  the  treasury  and  a  vote  of 
thanks  tendered  to  the  donor.  November  14th  the  offices 
of  president  and  secretary  were  declared  vacant,  and  on 
December  12th  I.  IV.  Case  was  again  elected  president  and 
A.  J.  Megler  secretary  by  acclamation.  These  gentlemen

served  until  September  10,  1872,  when  the  following  offi¬ 
cers  were  chosen:  Charles  S.  Wright,  foreman;  W.  P. 
Gray,  first  assistant;  J .  G.  Coe,  second  assistant;  A.  J. 
Megler,  president;  I.  W.  Case,  secretary;  A.  Van  Dnsen, 
treasurer. 

The  records  of  the  Company  show  that  on  Christmas 
Eve  they  met  at  Spiritual  Hall,  where  a  grand  ball  was 
given.  Music  was  furnished  by  Higgins  and  Reynolds, 
and  the  supper  arranged  by  the  irrepressible  Joe  Megler, 
the  coffee  being  made  by  the  redoubtable  Ferrell.  The 
hall  trimmers  had  done  their  duties,  the  doorkeeper  did 
well,  everyone  seemed  satisfied  with  both  the  dancing  and 
the  supper,  and  all  voted  that  the  Astoria  Fire  Company 
had  added  another  feather  to  its  cap.  The  ball  netted 
the  company  $124.86,  and  at  a  subsequent  date  a  vote  of 
thanks  was  tendered  to  J.  G.  Megler  and  F.  Ferrell  for 
the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  arranged  for  and  con¬ 
ducted  the  ball. 

The  president  having  failed  to  appear  at  any  meet¬ 
ing  since  his  election,  his  office  was  on  February  10.  1873, 
declared  vacant  and  H.  Gist  was  chosen  to  act  in  that  ca¬ 
pacity.  On  August  25tli,  of  this  year,  a  meeting  was 
called  to  consider  a  communication  from  the  Common 
Council  requesting  the  use  of  the  Company’s  hall  as  a 
meeting  place.  After  much  discussion  it  was  agreed  that 
that  body  should  be  granted  the  privilege,  provided  they 
furnished  and  fitted  up  the  same,  and  that  they  hold  no 
meetings  on  the  dates  upon  which  the  regular  meetings 
of  the  company  fell.  While  there  is  nothing  in  the 
records  to  show  where  the  hall  mentioned  above  was  lo¬ 
cated,  or  who  furnished  the  funds  for  its  erection,  we 
learn  from  a  reliable  source  that  it  stood  on  the  corner 


of  what  is  now  Commercial  and  Seventh  streets,  where 
No.  1  Hose  House  now  stands,  and  was  built  with  funds 
raised  by  the  Company  for  that  purpose.  The  building 
was  later  sold  and  removed  and  a  part  of  it  is  at  present 
used  as  quarters  for  the  Irving  Club,  on  Eleventh  street. 

The  first  fire  recorded  in  the  books  of  the  Company 
occurred  on  the  night  of  August  30,  at  the  house  owned  by 
the  heirs  of  the  late  Captain  Crosby  and  occupied  by  EL 
A.  Snow.  It  was  located  at  the  corner  of  what  was  then 
Skamokawa  and  Washington  streets  (now  Fifth  and 
Commercial).  Seventeen  members  of  the  Company  re¬ 
sponded  promptly  to  the  alarm  and  soon  extinguished  the 
blaze.  September  9,  1873,  C.  S.  Wright  was  elected  pres¬ 
ident  and  W.  P.  Gray,  J.  Ct.  Coe,  B.  F.  Stevens,  D.  C.  Ire¬ 
land  and  M.  Meyers  as  foreman,  first  assistant,  second 
assistant,  secretary  and  treasurer,  respectively.  F.  Fer¬ 
rell,  G.  Reed  and  Irwin  Stevens  were  appointed  a  commit¬ 
tee  to  ascertain  the  cost  of  a  bell  to  be  placed  upon  the 
engine  house.  This  committee  later  reported  that  a  new 
bell  would  cost  about  $400.  The  matter  was  laid  over, 
but  the  question  was  soon  solved  by  the  receipt  of  a  com¬ 
munication  from  Mr.  C.  Boelling,  then  proprietor  of  the 
Astoria  Hotel,  offering  as  a  gift  to  the  Company  the  bell 
at  that  time  on  the  hotel  building.  The  Company  ac¬ 
cepted  the  same  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  unanimously 
extended  to  Mr.  Boelling  for  his  liberal  gift.  (Mr. 
Boelling ’s  hotel  was  located  on  Ninth  street  between  As¬ 
ter  and  Bond,  next  to  where  the  old  Globe  Elotel  building 
now  stands). 

That  the  occupation  of  the  Company’s  room  by  the 
Common  Council  soon  became  a  source  of  discontent 
among  the  members  is  made  evident  by  a  motion  intro-

duced  March  11,  1874.  The  motion  was  read  hut  lost,  and 
consisted  of  the  following:  “Moved  that  we  devise  some 
means  of  turning  the  Common  Council  out  of  this  hall.” 
September  8,  1874,  the  officers  elected  to  control  the  des¬ 
tinies  of  the  Company  for  the  ensuing  year  were  as  fol¬ 
lows:  C.  S.  Wright,  president;  Fred  Ferrell,  foreman; 
B.  F.  Stevens,  first  assistant ;  N.  S.  Welch,  second  assist¬ 
ant ;  E.  A.  Taylor,  secretary;  1.  W.  Case,  treasurer.  Fri¬ 
day,  October  7th,  following,  the  company  assembled  in 
special  meeting  for  the  stated  purpose  of  ascertaining 
“whether  we,  the  <  'ompany,  or  the  Town  Council  own  this 
building.”  Spicey  speeches  were  made  by  various  mem¬ 
bers.  J.  W.  Gearhart  was  present  as  a  committee  from 
the  Council  and  stated  that  the  desire  of  that  body  was  to 
learn  the  amount  the  firemen  considered  their  interest  in 
the  building  was  worth,  with  the  object  in  view  of  pur¬ 
chasing  the  same.  Mr.  Welch  moved  that  the  Town 
Council  he  in  future  excluded  from  the  building;  the  mo¬ 
tion  was  amended  giving  them  thirty  days  to  move  there¬ 
from  and  the  amended  motion  was  carried.  It  was  also 
decided  that  a  legal  opinion  be  secured  as  to  whether  the 
members  of  the  Company  were  exempt  from  road  and  poll 
tax.  Messrs.  Wright,  Welch  and  Taylor  were  named  a 
committee  to  have  the  company  incorporated.  On  No¬ 
vember  10th  this  committee  reported  that  Articles  of  In¬ 
corporation  had  been  duly  tiled  with  the  Secretary  of 
State,  but  as  will  be  seen  by  a  perusal  of  the  records  of  a 
later  date  some  error  was  herein  made.  The  office  of 
secretary  was  declared  vacant  on  December  8th,  and  R. 
N.  Carnahan  was  chosen  to  act  in  that  capacity.  On  the 
records  of  this  date  appears  mention  of  a  vote  of  thanks

in  fighting  the  fire  at  the  home  of  Captain  P.  Johnson. 

Death  called  two  of  the  members  of  the  Company 
during  the  year  1875.  Mr.  Charles  Binder  was  the  first 
member  to  join  the  silent  majority,  and  on  February  11th 
of  that  year  the  Company  marched  in  a  body  to  the  ceme¬ 
tery,  where  he  was  buried  with  all  the  honors  due  to  a  man 
highly  respected  as  a  citizen  and  who  had  been  since  the 
organization  of  the  Company  a  useful  and  honored  fire¬ 
man.  The  second  member  to  succumb  to  the  Great  Reap¬ 
er  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  Second  Assistant  Foreman 
of  the  Company,  Mr.  Noyes  S.  Welch.  He  was  buried 
with  fireman’s  honors,  and  resolutions  setting  forth  the 
high  esteem  in  which  he  had  been  held  by  his  fellow  mem¬ 
bers  were  adopted. 

As  an  evidence  of  how  well  the  members  liked  to  ap¬ 
pear  on  parade  in  their  uniforms  early  in  the  morning  we 
quote  the  minutes  of  a  meeting  held  June  12,  1875  :  “On 
motion  it  was  resolved  that  if  the  citizens  of  Astoria  give 
a  public  celebration  on  the  Fourth  of  July  this  Company 
will  narade  in  full  uniform.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Jas.  IV. 
Welch,  each  fireman  in  the  town  of  Astoria,  at  8  o’clock 
on  the  morning  of  July  4th,  be  fined  $5  if  not  at  the  en¬ 
gine  house  in  uniform  at  that  hour.  The  motion,  not 
being  properly  understood,  Mr.  Welch  was  requested  to 
reduce  it  to  writing,  when  a  motion  to  adjourn  was  made 
and  carried,  and  we  went  on  our  way  rejoicing  because 
we  did  not  have  to  get  up  early  or  pay  that  fine  of  five  dol¬ 
lars.”  It  is  said,  however,  that  a  majority  of  the  Com¬ 
pany  turned  out,  and  the  ball  given  by  them  in  the  even¬ 
ing  proved  the  usual  success,  $73.50  being  added  to  the 
treasury  therefrom .

Mr.  Leinenweber  was  born  in  this  city  June 
18,  1870.  He  joined  Columbia  Engine  Company 
of  the  Volunteers  July  9,  1894,  and  remained  an 
active  member  until  the  organization  of  the 
present  Department.  He  was  appointed  driver 
September  8.  1898.  and  served  in  that  capacity 
until  a  few  months  ago  when  he  suffered  the 
fracture  of  a  limb  while  endeavoring  to  con¬ 
trol  a  runaway  horse.

Stevens,  first  assistant;  Henry  Berendes,  second  assist¬ 
ant;  C.  B.  Farleman,  secretary,  A.  Van  Dnsen,  treasurer. 
Previous  to  this  date,  on  September  6th,  pursuant  to  a  mo¬ 
tion  passed  at  a  meeting  held  August  10th,  the  Company 
represented  by  C.  S.  Wright,  F.  Ferrell,  William  Chance, 
C.  B.  Farleman,  P,  Corbin,  Eben  Parker,  1).  W.  Overton, 
W.  Ferrell  and  A.  Van  Loan  called  upon  the  Common 
Council  and  formally  presented  that  body  with  the  en¬ 
gine.  This,  the  first  piece  of  mechanical  fire-fighting  ap¬ 
paratus  used  here  was  a  hand  engine  of  the  famous  Him- 
neman  make.  I  t  was  purchased  of  the  Portland  depart¬ 
ment,  and  after  the  arrival  of  the  second  steamer  was  sold 
to  the  Volunteers  of  Independence,  Oregon,  where,  at  last 
accounts  it  was  still  in  service.  On  October  1st  an  alarm 
was  turned  in  f  r  the  burning  of  the  steamer  ‘ ‘ Can- 
by,”  the  following  members  responding:  0.  S.  Wright, 
I.  W.  Case,  H.  Berendes,  C.  B.  Farleman,  1).  W.  Overton 
and  X.  Carnahan. 

Evidences  of  prosperity  appear  on  February  8,  1876, 
when  it  was  proposed  and  seconded  that  the  treasurer  de¬ 
posit  $100  of  the  Company’s  funds  with  A.  Van  Dnsen 
at  the  usual  rate  of  interest.  From  this  date  until  Feb¬ 
ruary  13,  1877,  the  records  of  the  Company  are  missing. 
On  the  latter  date  a  few  members  met  pursuant  to  a  call 
of  the  president,  C.  S.  V7 right,  and  resolved  to  have  the 
books  of  the  company  written  up  and  to  notify  the 
members  in  writing  that  a  meeting  would  he  held  on  the 
evening  of  the  20th  for  the  ymrnose  of  awakeningthe Com¬ 
pany  from  the  lethargic  state  into  which  it  had  lapsed. 
The  meeting  was  well  attended  and  the  office  of  secretary 
declared  vacant.  R.  W.  Carnahan  was  selected  to  act  in 


that  capacity.  The  other  officers  holding  over  were  de¬ 
clared  re-elected  to  act  until  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the 
Council  was  requested  to  have  the  street  re-planked  from 
the  engine  house  to  the  roadway,  and  also  to  have  the 
meeting  room  placed  in  proper  order,  as  they  had  long 
had  the  use  of  the  same  free  of  rent. 

At  a  fire  on  June  2d  the  Company  lost  all  of  their 
ladders  and  buckets,  while  two  out  of  five  sections  of  hose 
on  hand  bursted.  This  fire  seems  to  have  awakened  in¬ 
terest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Company,  and  the  necessity  of 
a  new  engine  began  to  be  talked  about.  On  June  12th 
Hiss  Annie  Firmin  and  Mr.  John  Jack  tendered  to  the 
company  the  sum  of  $174.05,  being  one-half  of  the  net  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  three  performances  given  for  the  purpose  of  es¬ 
tablishing  a  nucleus  around  which  to  build  a  fund  for  the 
purchase  of  a  steam  engine.  The  Company  accepted  the 
donation  and  tendered  the  parties  a  vote  of  thanks.  On 
June  19tli  twenty-nine  new  members  were  added  to  the 
<  Company  and  a  resolution  passed  requiring  the  Company 
to  drill  regularly  each  week.  On  July  10th  the  following 
resolutions  were  presented  to  the  City  Council: 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Astoria : 

Your  pelitioners,  the  undersigned  Astoria  Fire  Com¬ 
pany  No.  1,  respectfully  show  to  your  Honorable  body 
that  they  have  been  organized  as  a  fire  company  since  the 
year  1870,  and  have  kept  up  a  continual  organization  ever 
since.  That  some  time  ago  the  Company  took  steps  to 
incorporate,  hut  owing  to  some  inadvertence  the  papers 
were  not  tiled.  That  they  are  now  a  regularly  incorpor¬ 
ated  Company.  Whereupon  they  respectfully  petition

your  Honorable  body  to  pass  the  necessary  ondinance  to 
establish  a  Fire  Department  for  the  city.  And  to  admit 
your  petitioners  into  said  department  under  its  corporate 
name.  Understanding  also  that  your  Honorable  body 
has  taken  steps  to  purchase  a  steam  tire  engine  and  ap¬ 
paratus  for  the  city  we  very  respectfully  ask  that  said  en¬ 
gine  and  apparatus  when  received  may  be  placed  in  onr 
charge,  and  as  in  duty  bound  we  will  ever  pray,  etc. 
Signed  on  behalf  of  said  Company  by  virtue  of  authority 
given  to  us  by  vote  of  said  Company  passed  at  its  regular 
meeting  on  the  10th  day  of  July,  1877.

Just  what  disposition  was  made  of  the  engine  men¬ 
tioned  above  will  be  found  by  a  perusal  of  the  records  of 
Rescue  Engine  Co.  on  another  page  of  this  volume.  B. 
F.  Stevens  presented  his  resignation  as  first  assistant  and 
John  W.  Welch  was  chosen  to  till  the  vacancy  thus  occas¬ 
ioned.  Upon  examination  of  the  papers  of  incorporation 
which  were  supposed  to  have  been  tiled  with  the  Secretary 
of  State  as  far  back  as  November  10,  1874,  they  were 
found  to  be  incomplete.  O.  F.  Bell  proffered  his  services 
gratis  to  the  Company  and  lie  was  thereupon  instructed 
to  draw  up  new  articles.  These  were  later  taken  to  Sa¬ 
lem  by  I.  W.  Case  and  duly  filed.  In  appreciation  of  his 
services  Mr.  Bell  was  elected  an  honorary  member  of  the 
Company.  Just  who  was  to  blame  for  the  failure  to  file 
the  original  papers  has  never  quite  been  decided.  T.  II. 
Cann,  an  attorney  of  Salem,  who  was  at  that  time  presi¬ 
dent  of  Tiger  Engine  Company,  the  aristocratic  organi¬ 
zation  of  the  department  of  that  town,  was  intrusted  with 


the  duty,  and  a  warrant  for  $2.50  in  payment  of  the  fee 
was  drawn  in  his  favor  and  sent  him  by  the  treasurer, 
Mr.  Case.  Mr.  Cann  moved  from  Salem  shortly  after  and 
for  many  years  subsequent  acted  as  police  judge  in  Seat¬ 
tle,  Washington. 

September  11,  1877,  new  officers  were  elected  as  fol¬ 
lows:  President,  A.  Van  Dusen;  foreman,  John  Burke, 
first  assistant,  Peter  Wilhelm;  second  assistant,  Henry 
Miller;  treasurer,  C.  A.  McGuire;  secretary,  R.  N.  Car¬ 
nahan.  C.  S.  Wright,  I.  W.  Case  and  William  Chance 
were  unanimously  chosen  as  delegates  to  the  newly  or¬ 
ganized  Astoria  Fire  Department.  On  October  2d,  fol¬ 
lowing,  a  special  meeting  was  called  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  the  advisability  of  disbanding.  It  was  decided 
to  wait  upon  the  Common  Council  and  ascertain  from 
them  whether  they  would  refund  to  the  company  the 
amount  it  had  invested  in  the  house,  fixtures,  etc.,  the  val¬ 
ue  of  which  the  Company  placed  at  $327.05.  It  is  appar¬ 
ent  that  the  Council  was  thus  awakened  to  the  urgent 
need  of  keeping  in  existence  such  a  valuable  body  of  fire¬ 
fighters  as  No.  1  Company  were  acknowledged  to  be,  for, 
notwithstanding  another  company,  Rescue  No.  2,  had  been 
organized,  they  instructed  the  chief  engineer  of  the  de¬ 
partment  to  place  the  hand  engine  in  proper  repair  for 
No.  1  Company  and  appropriated  $25.00  per  month  to  the 
Company  with  which  to  keep  it  in  order.  This  the  first 
instance  on  record  when  that  august  body  lent  any  as¬ 
sistance  whatever  to  No.  1,  despite  the  fact  that  they  had 
during  the  eight  years  of  their  existence  expended  hun¬ 
dreds  of  dollars,  many  hours  of  their  time  and  on  numer¬ 
ous  occasions  risked  life  and  limb  in  their  service  to  the 
property  owners  of  the  city;  and  during  which  time,  on

more  than  one  occasion  had  it  not  been  for  the  pluck  and 
energy  displayed  by  its  members  the  city  would  have 
been  but  an  awesome  heap  of  cinders. 

John  Burke  resigned  as  foreman  on  January  8,  1878, 
and  G.  \\  .  Raymond  was  chosen  to  serve  in  that  position. 
On  March  12th  the  secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a 
bill  to  the  Council  for  $10.00  per  month  for  all  time  dur¬ 
ing  which  they  had  used  the  Company’s  hall  for  a  police 
court.  We  find  this  special  record  in  the  n  inute  book: 

On  the  22d  day  of  February,  1878  this  Company  went  on 
parade  in  full  uniform  with  the  balance  of  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment.  being  the  largest  department  parade  ever  held 
in  this  city.  During  the  evening  the  members  of  the 
department  tripped  the  light  fantastic  toe  with  the  rosy- 
cheeked  lassies  of'  Astoria  at  Liberty  Hall  until  old  Sol 
warned  them  that  another  day  was  approaching,  and  they 
adjourned  to  their  homes,  tired  lint  haupy  and  all  feeling 
good  toward  one  another  and  the  Astoria  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment.” 

April  9,  1878,  R.  N.  Carnahan  resigned  and  F.  A. 

isher  was  elected  to  the  position  of  secretary  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  term.  An  evidence  of  dissatisfaction  on 
the  part  of  some  disgruntled  member  with  the  chief  en¬ 
gineer  was  shown  by  the  presenting  of  a  resolution  on 
June  lltli  reading  as  follows:  “Resolved,  that  this 

Company  request  the  board  of  delegates  to  politely  re¬ 
quest  the  chief  engineer  to  resign.”  The  motion  was  lost. 
The  regular  election  of  officers  held  September  10,  1878, 
resulted  as  follows:  President,  A.  Van  Dusen;  foreman, 
John  W.  Welch;  first  assistant,  H.  Miller;  second  assist¬ 
ant,  C.  A. May;  treasurer,  C.  P.  Upshur;  secretary,  F.  A. 
Fisher.  On  the  above  date  Charles  S.  Wright,  who  had 


been  one  of  the  most  active  members  of  the  Company 
from  the  date  of  its  organization,  and  who  was  constantly 
to  the  fore  in  his  efforts  to  keep  the  Company  together 
and  in  a  proper  state  of  efficiency,  presented  his  resigna¬ 
tion  as  an  active  member.  It  was  accepted  and  Mr.  Wright 
unanimously  elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  Com¬ 
pany. 

June  10th,  1879,  the  following  resolution  was  passed: 
It  is  unanimously  resolved  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  tend¬ 
ered  the  citizens  of  Astoria  for  their  liberal  response  in 
making  up  a  deficiency  of  $400.00  to  buy  a  second  class  in¬ 
stead  of  a  third  class  steam  engine  for  this  Company  and 
especially  to  J.  William  Welch  and  John  Hahn  for  being 
personally  responsible  for  the  amount. 

On  September  9th  of  this  year  C.  J.  Trenchard,  P. 
Wilhelm,  E.  P.  Parker,  H.  Miller,  C.  P.  Upshur  and  B.  F. 
Stevens  were  elected  to  serve  as  President,  Foreman,  First 
Assistant,  Second  Assistant,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  re¬ 
spectively.  Mr.  Stevens  resigned  on  October  14th  and 
Jas.  W.  Welch  was  chosen  to  till  the  vacancy.  From  this 
date  the  records  of  the  Company  are  missing. 

RESCUE  ENGINE  COMPANY  No.  2 

The  initial  meeting  of  this,  Astoria’s  second  volunteer 
Fire  Company,  was  held  at  the  Recorder’s  office  on  July 
14th,  1877.  J.  C.  Trullinger  was  chosen  to  preside  and 
F.  W.  Baltes  to  act  as  Secretary.  The  following  signed 
the  roll :  John  W.  Jack,  J.  I).  Merriman,  J.  C.  Trullinger, 
E.  R.  Hawes,  J.  It.  I).  Gray,  Peter  Wilhelm,  B.  B.  Turlav, 
J.  E.  Ferguson,  J.  AY.  Wilder,  L.  Lougliery,  John  Joseph- 
son,  Wm.  R.  Gregg,  C.  Morrison,  Peter  II.  Fox,  Tlios. 
Trullinger,  Geo.  AY.  Rea,  P.  Varring,  Denny  Curran,  John 


Burke,  J.  C.  Brickell,  W.  S.  Shaw,  C.  E.  Green,  G.  H. 
Stockton,  Robert  Hickmott,  W.  J.  Coleman,  L.  D.  Coff¬ 
man,  J.  W.  Surprenant,  J.  R.  Sheppard,  Clias.  Gilbert, 
J.  C.  Ferrell,  Perrv  Trullinger,  Peter  S.  Fox,  W.  E. 
Peacliu,  R.  R.  Jones,  J.  P.  Popjoy,  W.  W.  Parker,  A. 
W.  Cone,  E.  Z.  Ferguson,  M.  Z.  Starr,  A.  McKenzie,  N. 
Clinton,  Henry  Shaw,  C.  H.  Williamson,  G.  E.  Parker, 
B.  Mendleson,  F.  W.  Ferguson. 

The  formal  organization  was  perfected  at  a  second 
meeting  held  live  days  later,  June  19th,  and  among  the 
first  resolutions  offered  was  one,  fathered  by  our  present 
mayor,  J.  W.  Surprenant,  and  was  to  the  effect  “that 
the  company  arrange  to  give  a  ball  on  the  evening  of  July 
3rd.”  The  suggestion  met  with  immediate  favor  and  a 
committee  composed  of  Messrs.  Surprenant,  Sheppard, 
Hickmott,  Hawes  and  Gilbert  was  appointed  to  arrange 
for  the  same.  The  following  gentlemen  were  selected  to 
officer  the  organization:  L.  D.  Coffman,  foreman;  J.  \V. 
Surprenant,  first  assistant;  P.  A.  Trullinger,  second  as¬ 
sistant;  J.  C.  Trullinger,  president;  G.  F.  Parker,  secre¬ 
tary;  J.  H.  D.  Gray,  treasurer.  These  officers  acted 
until  September  6th,  when  J.  D.  Merriman  was  chosen 
President  and  L.  D.  Coffman,  J.  R.  Sheppard,  P.  A.  Trul¬ 
linger,  G.  F.  Parker  and  E.  R.  Hawes  were  named  to  act 
as  Foremen,  First  Assistant,  Second  Assistant,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  respectively.  Permission  was  accorded 
the  company  to  drill  with  the  engine  formerly  owned  by 
No.  1  Company  but  which  had  hcen  presented  to  the  ( Coun¬ 
cil,  and  a  goodly  number  of  the  Company  attended  the 
initial  drill  on  Saturday,  July  7th,  only  seven  names  being 
noted  on  the  absent  list.  The  Company  early  adopted  a 


uniform  consisting  of  regulation  fireman  hat,  red  shirt, 
black  pants  and  black  belts  with  white  letters. 

October  4th,  Surprenant,  Stockton  and  Clinton  were 
appointed  to  select  a  site  for  an  engine  house  and  to  ar¬ 
range  for  the  construction  of  the  same.  The  house  was 
erected  at  the  corner  of  what  is  now  Commercial  and 
Eleventh  streets,  and  Messrs.  Surprenant,  Coffman  and 
Clinton  were  empowered  to  purchase  the  necessary  furni¬ 
ture  to  properly  equip  it  for  the  use  of  the  Company  from 
Charles  Heilborn  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $400.00.  The 
first  meeting  in  the  new  hall  was  held  on  June  6th,  1878, 
and  the  engine  was  housed  in  its  new  quarters  with  great 
eclat  on  the  evening  of  June  14th,  one  year  from  the  date 
of  the  Company’s  initial  meeting.  (The  house  mentioned 
above  was  used  by  the  city  until  last  year  when  it  was  sold 
and  is  now  occupied  by  the  Star  Theater.  The  engine 
was  the  steamer  which  was  awarded  first  prize  at  the  Cen¬ 
tennial  Exposition  at  Philadelphia  in  1876,  and  had  been 
purchased  at  a  cost  of  $5000.00.  She  was  shipped  to  San 
Francisco  over  the  Central  Pacific  railroad  and  from  the 
latter  city  brought  to  Astoria  on  the  steamer  “Ancon,” 
by  the  Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Company,  this  service 
being  rendered  the  City  gratuitously  by  that  Company. 
She  was  landed  at  the  foot  of  what  was  then  Main  street, 
September  28tli,  1877,  and  attracted  a  great  deal  of  atten¬ 
tion,  being  indeed  a  beautiful  piece  of  machinery.  As 
no  agreement  could  lie  reached  by  the  Council  as 
to  which  company  should  he  granted  the  care  and  use  of 
the  new  engine,  tliev,  Astoria  No.  1  and  Rescue  No.  2,  both 
having  petitioned  that  body  for  the  honor,  it  was  left  to 
the  companies  to  arrange  between  themselves,  the  Council 


suggesting  that  it  be  settled  by  “drawing  straws.”  The 
matter  was  finally  decided  by  the  selection  of  a  member 
of  each  company  to  toss  up  a  silver  half-dollar.  Rescue’s 
man  proved  to  be  the  lucky  one  and  the  engine  was  there¬ 
upon  placed  in  the  keeping  of  this  company.) 

The  enforced  absence  from  the  city  of  Second  Assist¬ 
ant  Foreman  P.  A.  Trullinger,  necessitated  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  that  gentleman  and  J.  \V.  Surprenant  tilled  the 
office  in  an  able  manner  from  November  1,  1877,  until  the 
annual  election,  July  5th  of  the  following  year,  when  B.  S. 
Worsley,  H.  G.  Van  Duseii,  Charles  Heilborn,  L.  1).  Coff¬ 
man,  X.  Clinton  and  E.  R.  Hawes  were  elected  to  act  as 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Foreman,  First  Assist¬ 
ant  and  Second  Assistant,  respectively.  On  this  date  Mr. 
Surprenant  was  unanimously  chosen  as  the  Company’s 
nominee  for  the  office  of  Chief  Engineer  of  the  newly  or¬ 
ganized  Astoria  Fire  Department.  While  we  can  find  no 
record  of  an  appointment,  it  is  evident  that  the  Secretary 
elect  failed  to  fill  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  Mr.  John  A.  Montgomery,  as  the  latter  gentle¬ 
man’s  name  is  affixed  as  Secretary  to  all  the  minutes  of 
the  meetings  until  the  next  annual  election. 

On  June  7th,  1879,  Messrs.  Gray,  Stockton  and  Mer- 
riinan  were  appointed  to  arrange  with  some  capable  per¬ 
son  to  draw  up  articles  of  incorporation  for  the  Com¬ 
pany.  The  articles  were  read  to  the  <  Company  on  October 
6th,  following,  and  after  acceptance  the  President  was  in¬ 
structed  to  have  them  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State 
immediately.  September  1st,  1879,  the  following  officers 
were  elected:  B.  S.  Worsley,  president;  N.  Clinton,  fore¬ 
man;  C.  IT.  Stockton,  first  assistant;  F.  Z.  Ferguson,  sec¬ 
ond  'assistant;  Frank  F.  Parker,  secretary;  diaries 


Heilborn,  treasurer.  On  the  second  of  the  following 
March  President  Worsley  resigned  and  C.  H.  Stockton 
was  elected  to  the  position;  later,  on  May  3rd,  Mr.  Fergu¬ 
son  tendered  bis  resignation  as  Second  Assistant  Fore¬ 
man  and  G.  F.  Parker  was  chosen  to  act  in  that  capacity. 

H.  F.  Chance  was  the  first  member  of  the  Company 
of  whose  death  mention  is  made  in  the  records.  The  re¬ 
mains  of  the  deceased  member  were  followed  to  the  bury¬ 
ing  place  by  the  entire  Company. 

Mr.  Chance’s  demise  occurred  on  July  6th,  1880,  and 
on  the  31st  of  the  following  month  the  Company  were  once 
more  called  upon  to  pay  the  last  sad  tribute  to  another 
honored  member,  Mr.  David  Ingalls. 

On  September  6th,  J.  W.  Surprenant  was  unani¬ 
mously  elected  Foreman  of  the  Company  and  S.  C.  Ben¬ 
ner,  F.  L.  Parker,  Win.  McCormick,  C.  H.  Stockton  and 
A.  McKenzie  were  chosen  as  President,  Secretary,  Treas¬ 
urer,  First  Assistant  and  Second  Assistant,  respectively. 
F.  L.  Parker  resigned  as  Secretary  on  March  7th,  and 
F.  Z.  Ferguson,  who  had  been  acting  in  the  capacity  of 
assistant,  was  selected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Tbe  (  Tty  (  Ymn- 
cil  in  April  of  this  year  notified  the  Company  that  the 
monthly  allowance  granted  by  the  City  had  been  increased 
to  $85.00. 

On  July  3rd,  in  response  to  an  invitation  previously 
received  from  the  Portland  department,  the  ( ’ompany 
with  their  engine  and  accompanied  by  a  large  delegation 
of  citizens  boarded  the  steamer  “Lurline,  ’  which  had 
been  previously  chartered  at  an  expense  of  $300.00,  and 
started  for  the  sister  city  to  assist  in  the  celebration  of 
the  National  Holiday.  Upon  their  arrival  in  the  city  the 
( Viunpanv  was  forced  to  make  an  unconditional  surrender 


to  the  Portland  Department  who  immediately  proceeded 
to  make  the  visitors  welcome  within  their  gates  by  ex¬ 
tending  to  them  the  freedom  of  the  City.  Such  hospital¬ 
ity  as  was  on  this  occasion  shown  to  the  Company  and 
their  friends  was  never  before  known.  The  banquets  and 
the  ovations  to  which  they  were  subjected  were  certainly 
of  a  nature  to  overcome  less  hardy  men;  but  the  members 
of  the  Astoria  Volunteer  Fire  Department  were  far  from 
being  spring  chickens,  in  any  sense  of  the  word,  and  :t  is 
said  they  never  declined  anything,  but  even  stood  on  tip¬ 
toe  to  get  all  that  was  coming  their  way.  The  parade  was  a 
grand  affair  and  the  boys  from  this  City  came  in  for 
their  share  of  the  honors,  being  accorded  the  leading  posi¬ 
tion.  “Rescue  No.  2,”  bearing  only  a  wreath  of  ivy 
around  her  stack,  while  every  other  engine  in  the  proces¬ 
sion  was  gaily  decorated  with  dags  and  dowers,  was  voted 
the  prettiest  of  them  all.  Immediately  after  the  parade, 
just  as  the  boys  were  housing  their  engine  in  the  quarters 
of  Columbia  No.  2,  an  alarm  came  in  from  box  24,  near 
the  Postoffice,  and  the  Company,  swinging  into  harness 
instantly,  were  away  like  a  dash.  Plere  they  and  their 
beautiful  engine  again  distinguished  themselves  by  throw¬ 
ing  drst  water.  The  return  home  was  made  without  any 
accident  to  mar  the  pleasure  of  the  party  and  one  and  all 
voted  the  Portland  Fire  Laddies  a  host  of  good  fellows. 

On  the  evening  of  August  8,  1881,  Miss  Mollie  Burke 
presented  the  Company  with  a  handsome  silver  trumpet ; 
she  was  in  turn  presented  by  the  Company  with  a  ring 
and  a  pair  of  bracelets  and  was  also  duly  elected  an  hon¬ 
orary  member.  (We  have  had  occasion  to  peruse  the  re¬ 
cords  of  a  large  number  of  both  volunteer  and  paid  dre 
companies,  but  this  is  the  drst  instance  which  has  come  un 


der  our  notice  when  a  lady  was  elected  to  membership. 
We  do  not  doubt  that  the  lady  fully  appreciated  the  honor 
accorded  her  and  will  hazzard  a  guess  that  her  certificate 
of  membership  remained  a  valued  keepsake  long  after 
the  ring  and  bracelets  had  been  laid  aside.  — Compiler.) 

The  annual  election  of  officers  held  September  5th  of 
this  year  resulted  as  follows :  A.  A.  Cleveland,  president ; 
J.  A.  Montgomery,  secretary;  F.  L.  Parker,  treasurer; 
N.  1).  Raymond,  assistant  secretary ;  C.  H.  Stockton,  fore¬ 
man  ;  A.  M.  McKenzie,  first  assistant ;  J.  W.  Brown,  sec¬ 
ond  assistant.  At  a  meeting  held  October  1st  Mr.  Parker 
resigned  as  treasurer  and  F.  C.  Norris  was  elected  to  the 
office.  J.  A.  Montgomery’s  resignation  as  secretary  was 
received  by  the  company  on  June  2d,  1882,  and  B.  S. 
Worsley  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  occasioned. 
Aaron  Morton,  an  honored  member  of  the  Company,  ex¬ 
pired  on  Friday,  January  6th,  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital;  he 
was  buried  the  following  Sunday.  The  Company,  to^ 
gether  with  the  members  of  Astoria  Company  No.  1,  and 
Alert  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  of  the  Department,  and 
the  Knights  of  Pythias,  of  which  order  the  deceased  was 
a  member,  marched  in  a  body  to  the  grave. 

At  a  tournament  held  here  on  the  Fourth  of  July  of 
this  year,  the  Company  covered  themselves  with  glory 
by  carrying  off  the  majority  of  the  prizes.  On  September 
4th,  C.  W.  Fulton,  who  is  now  a  member  of  the  United 
States  Senate  from  this  State,  was  chosen  to  fill  the  office 
of  President  of  the  Company,  and  the  following-named 
gentlemen  were  elected  to  the  other  offices:  R.  F.  Prael, 
secretary;  F.  L.  Parker,  treasurer;  H.  P.  Graham,  fore¬ 
man;  H.  F.  Prael,  first  assistant;  A.  M.  McKenzie,  second 
assistant.  Foreman  Graham  named  the  following  as  hose 


team:  X.  Clinton,  R.  Coe,  J.  A.  Montgomery,  R.  F.  Prael, 
George  Ross,  W.  McC^ormick,  C.  H.  Stockton,  G.  L.  Rich¬ 
ardson,  F.  L.  Parker  and  A.  A.  Cleveland.  J.  L).  Merri- 
man  was  elected  Assistant  Secretary.  Wednesday,  No- 
vember  22d,  1882,  the  Company  lost  another  member  by 
death,  Janies  McGill,  who  joined  the  great  majority  on 
this  date. 

In  December  Janies  Hare  was  elected  Second  Assist¬ 
ant  Foreman,  vice  A.  M.  McKenzie,  and  on  May  7th,  1888, 
().  P.  Graham  presented  his  resignation  as  Foreman;  the 
same  was  accepted  and  a  vote  of  thanks  tendered  to  him 
for  his  faithful  service.  F.  L.  Parker  was  chosen  to  till 
the  position  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  On  June  4th 
it  was  decided  to  send  a  hose  team  to  compete  at  the  State 
tournament  at  Salem  on  the  Fourth.  One  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  was  appropriated  by  the  Company  to  be  used  by  the 
Captain  of  the  team  for  expenses.  This  team  carried  oh 
most  of  the  first  prizes  and  were  accorded  a  reception  by 
the  Company  upon  their  return. 

On  August  6tli  the  salary  of  the  Engineer  was  in¬ 
creased  from  $75.00  to  $100.0*0.  The  annual  election  of 
officers  was  held  September  3rd,  and  J.  W.  Surprenant, 
C.  H.  Stockton  and  J.  W.  Hare  were  elected  Foreman, 
First  Assistant  and  Second  Assistant,  respectively.  C.  H. 
Stockton  was  chosen  to  preside,  while  B.  S.  V  orsley  was 
elected  in  the  capacity  of  Secretary,  and  F.  L.  Parker  as 
Treasurer.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  the  latter 
gentleman  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  had  filled 
the  position  of  Foreman  of  the  Company.  Mr.  Parker,  as 
Captain  of  the  hose  team,  selected  the  following  members 
to  attend  the  annual  tournament  on  August  20th:  A.  L. 
liaison,  George  Noland,  J.  S.  Hepburn,  J.  W.  Hare,  H. 


Higgins,  R.  F.  Prael,  F.  W.  Prael,  W.  E.  Warren,  W.  C. 
Logan,  Ed.  Hal  lock,  L.  L.  Levings,  B.  S.  Worsley,  C.  W. 
Loughery  and  T.  S.  Hare.  This  team  carried  away  the 
first  prize,  and  drew  the  attention  of  the  entire  Coast  to 
Astoria  by  the  fast  time  made  in  running  and  getting 
water.  They  were  given  a  grand  reception  on  their  re¬ 
turn.  The  entire  ( Company  turned  out  in  uniform  to  wel¬ 
come  them  home  and  the  citizens  accorded  them  an  ova¬ 
tion  such  as  has  been  seldom  seen  in  Astoria. 

September  1st,  1884,  the  following  officers  were  elect¬ 
ed:  F.  L.  Parker,  foreman;  R.  F.  Prael,  first  assistant; 
W.  L.  Logan,  second  assistant;  B.  S.  Worsley,  president; 
W.  E.  Warren,  secretarv ;  F.  L.  Parker,  treasurer. 


Death  again  visited  the  ranks  of  the  Company  on 
September  23rd  of  this  year,  Lloyd  G.  Van  Dusen  being 
the  last  member  to  succumb.  He  was  buried  with  Depart¬ 
ment  honors,  and  Messrs.  Noland,  Prael  and  Stockton 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  draft  suitable  resolutions 
of  regret,  which  were  ordered  engrossed  in  the  books  of 
the  Company.  Paul  1).  Parker,  another  honored  member 
of  the  Company,  departed  from  this  earth  Saturday,  De¬ 
cember  19th,  making  the  sixth  member  whose  death  was 
recorded  since  the  organization  of  the  Company. 

During  the  month  of  June,  1885,  the  annual  tourna¬ 
ment  of  the  State  Firemen’s  Assocation  was  held  in  this 
City,  and  many  teams  from  interior  towns  attended.  The 
City  was  crowded  with  pleasure  seekers  and  the  affair  was 
carried  out  with  the  usual  snap  and  to  the  same  successful 
issue  that  had  characterized  the  doings  of  No.  2  Company 
from  its  inception.  George  Noland  was  elected  to  preside 
over  the  destinies  of  the  Company  on  September  7th,  1885, 
while  the  other  offices  were  filled  as  follows:  E.  Z.  Fergu- 
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This  team  distanced  all 
competitors  at  the  Annual 
Firemen’s  Tournament  at  Sa¬ 
lem  in  1886. 

A  majority  of  the  members 
comprised  the  personnel  of 
the  racing  teams  each  year, 
during  the  Company's  exist¬ 
ence  and  attracted  attention 
of  firemen  all  over  the  world 
by  their  repeated  victories 
and  the  marvelously  fast  time 
made  in  running  and  getting 
water. 

The  names  of  the  team, 
reading  up  from  left  to  right, 
are  as  follows:  J.  H.  Mid- 
dlebrook,  George  Noland,  H. 
Mulkey,  Rudolph  Prael,  Jas. 
W.  Hare,  John  T.  Hay,  Geo.

son,  secretary;  F.  L.  Parker,  treasurer;  B.  S.  Worsley, 
foreman;  W.  E.  Warren,  first  assistant;  Fred  W.  Prael, 
second  assistant. 

On  September  4th,  1886,  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
showed  a  balance  on  hand  of  $452.24.  This  amount  was, 
on  motion,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Captain  of  the 
hose  team  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  team  in  their  trip  to 
the  annual  tournament  of  the  State  Firemen’s  Association 
at  Salem.  To  the  casual  reader  it  would  seem  apparent 
that  the  racing  hose  team  was  an  expensive  luxury.  On 
the  contrary,  at  nearly  every  contest  Astoria ’s  team 
brought  to  the  treasury  more  than  was  allowed  the  Cap¬ 
tain  for  expenses, and  one  occasion,  when  the  team  vis¬ 
ited  Tacoma,  they  won  in  all  prizes  aggregating  $2100.00. 
On  the  latter  occasion  the  team  broke  the  world’s  record 
in  what  was  called  the  New  York  championship  test.  Lt 
consisted  of  a  run,  with  the  cart,  of  200  yards,  laying  out 
350  feet  of  hose,  getting  water,  then  uncoupling  and  tak¬ 
ing  out  the  second  length  from  hydrant  and  exchanging 
with  last  length  and  getting  water  a  second  time.  This 
they  accomplished  in  one  minute  and  nine  and  two-tenths 
seconds,  while  the  race  of  200  yards  to  hydrant,  laying 
out  300  feet  of  hose,  placing  muzzle  and  attaching  to  hy¬ 
drant  was  won  in  the  exceedingly  fast  time  of  thirty-four 


and  one-tenth  seconds.  Leaving  out  of  consideration  the 
amount  of  money  won  by  the  teams  in  their  numerous  vic¬ 
tories,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  advertising  re¬ 
ceived  by  this  city  by  the  wonderful  accomplishments  of 
its  teams  proved  of  incalculable  value,  and  it  is  doubtful 
whether  any  member  of  the  Company  would  have  de¬ 
murred  had  it  been  proposed  to  mortgage  its  property  to 
send  a  well-trained  team  to  compete. 


On  September  6th  C.  W.  Fulton  was  again  the  choice 
of  the  Company  for  its  presiding  officer,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing-named  were  elected:  W.  J.  Barry,  foreman;  W.  E. 
Warren,  first  assistant ;  F.  W.  Prael,  second  assistant ; 
E.  Z.  Ferguson,  secretary;  F.  L.  Parker,  treasurer.  On 
retiring  from  the  chair  on  this  occasion  Mr.  Noland  deliv¬ 
ered  a  short  speech  complimenting  the  Company  which 
was  followed  by  remarks  by  the  Hon.  C.  W.  Fulton  and 
Messrs.  Worsley,  Hare,  and  Barry,  all  of  whom  distin¬ 
guished  themselves  as  gentlemen  possessed  of  unusual  ora¬ 
torical  ability. 

On  September  5th,  1887,  C.  W.  Fulton,  F.  W.  Fergu¬ 
son,  E.  Z.  Ferguson,  J.  W.  Hare,  W.  J.  Barry,  A.  S.  Reed, 
and  George  Goodell  were  elected  President,  Treasurer, 
Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary,  Foreman,  First  Assistant 
and  Second  Assistant,  respectively.  The  hose  team  this 
year  was  composed  of  Tlios.  Lougherv,  W.  C.  Logan,  F.  L. 
Parker,  T.  S.  Hare,  W.  Clinton,  Geo.  Noland,  E.  G.  Rog¬ 
ers,  A.  Dunbar,  C.  E.  Bain,  I?.  V.  Monteith  and  A.  W. 
Meany. 

At  the  regular  meeting  October  3rd,  the  President  be¬ 
ing  absent,  “Mr.  Whiskers”  was  chosen  to  preside.  The 
committee  previously  appointed  to  revise  the  constitution 
submitted  a  report,  and,  it  having  been  moved  and  sec¬ 
onded  that  the  report  be  accepted,  the  committee  dis¬ 
charged  and  a  suitable  number  of  copies  of  the  revised 
constitution  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members,  Mr. 
Noland  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  stating  “that  the  meeting 
was  illegal  on  the  ground  that  the  minutes  would  show 
that  the  chair  was  filled  at  the  time  by  ‘His  Whiskers,’ 
and  that  no  such  person  was  a  member  of  this,  the  crack 
Engine  Company  of  the  Venice  of  America,  and  moved 


that  F.  L.  Parker  take  the  seat  of  honor.”  We  are  not 
able  to  ascertain  “Mr.  Whiskers’”  real  cognomen,  but 
believe  him  to  have  been  a  gentleman  very  popular  and 
well  versed  in  parliamentary  law,  as,  after  a  heated  de¬ 
bate  which  occupied  much  time,  he  delivered  a  lengthy 
and  exceptionally  able  decision  overruling  Mr.  Noland, 
and  much  important  business  was  transacted.  The  con¬ 
stitution  as  revised  was  adopted  and  F.  L.  Parker  chosen 
Treasurer,  vice  Mi*.  Ferguson,  resigned. 

November  16th  appears  the  first  mention  of  horses 
for  the  engine.  Mr.  Worsley  stated  that  the  matter  of  pro¬ 
curing  horses  for  use  in  pulling  the  engine  t<Tand  from  the 
engine  house,  in  case  of  tires  had  been  considered  by  the 
Council  and  he  was  reliably  informed  that  the  Council 
would  increase  the  allowance  of  the  Company  enough  to 
feed  the  team  and  the  business  men  would  undoubtedly 
contribute  something  toward  their  maintenance,  in  case 
the  company  purchased  them.  He  stated  further  that  he 
desired  to  see  this  Company  take  steps  to  secure  a  team  in 
advance  of  any  other  Company  and  thereby  sustain  its 
reputation  of  being  first  in  all  improvements  relating  to 
fire  matters.  A  number  of  members  expressed  doubts  as 
to  the  possibility  of  securing  a  team  that  could  keep  up 
with  the  boys  in  the  hose  reel  and  a  committee  consisting 
of  Worsley,  Noland  and  Hare  were  appointed  to  devise 
some  means  by  which  a  team  could  be  procured.  These 
gentlemen  were  assisted  in  this  matter  quite  unexpectedly 
a  short  time  thereafter  by  Capt.  Scott,  the  well  known 
steamboat  man  of  the  Columbia  River  and  Puget  Sound. 
This  gentleman  in  recognition  of  the  services  rendered  by 
the  company  on  the  occasion  of  the  burning  of  his  steamer 
“Telephone,”  mention  of'  which  is  made  in  another  part  of 


this  volume,  presented  the  Company  with  one  hundred 
dollars  in  gold  to  assist  in  the  purchase  of  a  team.  The 
balance  was  raised  later  and  a  fine  team  of  horses  pro¬ 
cured. 

W.  J.  Barry  resigned  as  foreman  on  January  5th  and 
George  Noland  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  occas¬ 
ioned.  On  February  16th,  1888,  W.  L.  McCroskey  was  en¬ 


gaged  as  driver  of  the  engine  team  at  a  salary  of  850.00  a 
month.  Rules  were  drawn  up  by  Messrs.  Noland,  Parker 
and  Stockton  defining  the  duties  of  the  position,  which  in¬ 
cluded  his  constant  attendance  at  the  engine  house  except 
during  meal  hours.  The  following  appears  in  the  minute 
book  under  date  of  March  5th,  1888:  “Mr.  J.  W.  Hare 
moved  that  the  Company  purchase  a  cow,  Mr.  Hal  lock 
seconded  the  motion.  Mr.  Hare  then  stated  his  object  in 
making  the  motion.  He  said  that  inasmuch  as  the  Com¬ 
pany  had  purchased  two  pups  and  had  incurred  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  a  monthly  milk  bill,  that  he  thought  it  would  be 
a  saving  to  erect  a  cow-shed  back  of  the  engine  house  and 
that  he  could  milk  the  cow  and  peddle  the  spare  milk 
around  to  families  so  that  probably  the  Company  would 
not  only  feed  the  pups  but  derive  a  revenue  from  the  in¬ 
vestment,  and  also  suggested  that  as  we  would  then  have 
horses,  pups  and  a  cow  we  might  buy  a  pig  and  go  into  the 
stock  business  properly.  Acting  President  Worsley  ruled 
the  motion  out  of  order.” 

On  April  2nd  Geo.  Goodell  resigned  as  Second  Assist¬ 
ant  and  Thus.  B.  Lougliery  was  chosen  to  act  in  that 
capacity.  On  September  3rd,  1888,  the  following  officers 
were  elected:  President,  C.  W.  Fulton;  Treasurer,  A.  S. 
Reed;  Secretary,  F.  L.  Parker;  Foreman,  B.  S.  Worsley; 
First  Assistant,  Thos.  B.  Louglierv;  Second  Assistant, 


C.  H.  Stockton.  These  gentlemen  served  until  September 
2nd  of  the  following  year  when  0.  W.  Fulton,  A.  S.  Reed, 
F.  L.  Parker,  B.  S.  Worsley  and  Thos.  B.  Loughery  were 
re-elected  and  J.  R.  Clinton  chosen  to  act  as  Second  As¬ 
sistant.  J.  W.  Hare  was  also  selected  to  act  in  the  capac¬ 
ity  of  Assistant  Secretary.  Mr.  Parker  resigned  on  Jan¬ 
uary  6th  and  J.  W.  Hare  was  promoted  to  that  position 
while  H.  G.  Smith  was  chosen  as  Assistant  Secretary. 

On  March  10th,  1890,  the  Company  paid  the  last  sad 
tribute  of  respect  to  their  brother  fireman  Walter  Kyle, 
by  attending  the  funeral  in  a  body.  On  July  7tli  J.  W. 
Hare,  who  had  been  appointed  postmaster  of  the  city, 
tendered  his  resignation  as  Secretary  and  < '.  E.  Foster, 
the  present  Chief  of  the  Department,  was  chosen  to  act 
in  that  capacity.  Mr.  Hare,  who  had  also  been  acting 
as  Engineer  of  the  Company,  was  succeeded  by  E.  B.  Ston¬ 
er.  August  4th  the  salary  of  the  driver  of  the  engine 
was  increased  to  $75.00  per  month.  Frank  Stewart  held 
the  position  at  that  time.  September  3rd  the  following 
officers  were  elected:  President,  H.  P.  Hansen;  Treas¬ 
urer,  A.  S.  Reed;  Secretary,  C.  E.  Foster;  Foreman,  B. 
S.  Worsley;  First  Assistant,  Thos.  B.  Loughery;  Second 
Assistant,  J.  R.  Clinton.  President  Hansen  resigned 
February  2,  of  the  following  year,  owing  to  a  contemplat¬ 
ed  change  of  residence.  W.  L.  McCroskey  was  chosen  to 
preside  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  At  the  next  an¬ 
nual  election,  held  September  7th,  1891,  F.  L.  Parker  was 
unanimously  elected  President  and  A.  S.  Reed,  C.  E.  Fos¬ 
ter,  B.  S.  Worsley,  Thos.  B.  Loughery  and  W.  L.  Mc¬ 
Croskey  chosen  to  act  as  Treasurer,  Secretary,  Foreman, 
First  and  Second  Assistants,  respectively.  These  gen¬ 
tlemen  served  until  September  5th,  1892,  when  the  fol¬ 


lowing  were  elected :  F.  L.  Parker,  president ;  A.  S.  Reed, 
treasurer;  F.  J.  Carney,  secretary;  C.  E.  Foster,  fore¬ 
man;  J.  R,  Clinton,  first  assistant;  D.  W.  Feeley,  second 
assistant. 

L.  Cordes  was  appointed  driver  of  the  engine,  vice 
Frank  Stewart,  on  December  8th,  1892.  September  4th, 
1893,  F.  L.  Parker,  A.  S.  Reed  and  Frank  J.  Carney  were 
re-elected  and  J.  R.  Clinton,  O.  J.  Peterson  and  Terry 
Coe  were  chosen  Foreman,  First  Assistant  and  Second 
Assistant,  respectively,  while  J.  C.  Adams  was  selected  to 
act  in  the  capacity  of  Assistant  Secretary.  On  September 
3rd  of  the  following  year  Messrs.  Parker,  Reed,  Carney 
Clinton  and  Coe  were  again  re-elected  and  W.  L.  Mc¬ 
Croskey  was  chosen  to  act  as  First  Assistant.  Mr.  Coe 
resigned  February  4th,  1895,  and  A.  L.  McCroskey  was 
selected  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  occasioned.  At  this  meet¬ 
ing  a  communication  was  read  from  the  City  Auditor 
informing  the  Company  that  the  monthly  allowance  had 
been  ordered  discontinued  by  the  Council.  The  communi¬ 
cation  was  ordered  placed  on  file  “as  a  memento.”  Fore¬ 
man  Clinton  stated  that  he  had  officially  notified  Engineer 
Goodell  and  Fireman  Cordes  that  their  allowances  had 
been  cut  off  but  those  gentlemen  were  still  filling  their  po¬ 
sitions.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  communi¬ 
cation  to  the  Council  informing  that  body  that  Rescue 
Engine  Company  No.  2.  was  still  an  active  Company  and 
ready  to  do  service  whenever  necessary,  and  also  to  re¬ 
quest  that  when  the  Chemical  Engine  arrived  it  be 
given  over  to  the  care  of  the  company.  (The  chemical 
engine  referred  to  above  arrived  in  the  City  February 
14th,  1895.  It  is  still  in  service  being  located  at  present 
at  Headquarters  at  10th  and  Bond  streets.) 


September  2nd  the  following  officers  were  chosen: 
President,  B.  S.  Worsley;  Treasurer,  A.  S.  Reed;  Secre¬ 
tary,  Frank  J. Carney;  Foreman,  J.  R.  Clinton;  First  As¬ 
sistant,  W.  L.  McCroskey;  Second  Assistant,  Edw.  Lew- 
ellvn.  It  appears  that  the  Council  withheld  the  allowance 
of  the  Company  for  two  months,  as  at  a  meeting  held  on 
the  above  date  Messrs.  Fulton,  Reed  and  Stockton  were 
named  as  a  committee  to  take  steps  to  collect  from  the 
City  $264.00,  amount  of  the  Company’s  allowance  for  the 
months  of  January  and  Fe’  ruary.  The  City  Fathers  must 
have  rescinded  their  parsimonious  order,  however,  for  at 
a  later  date  appears  mention  of  the  reduction  of  the  allow¬ 
ance  to  $175.00  per  month  and  the  salaries  of  the  engineer 
and  driver  were  fixed  at  $75.00.  The  election  of  officers 
on  September  7th,  1896,  resulted  as  follows:  President, 
B.  S.  Worsley;  Treasurer,  A.  S.  Reed;  Secretary,  F.  J. 
Carney;  Foreman,  J.  R.  Clinton;  First  Assistant,  Edw. 
Lewellyn;  Second  Assistant,  J.  W.  Brown. 

On  March  8th,  1897,  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Carney,  Worsley  and  Lewellyn  were  appointed  to  offer 
for  sale  to  the  Council  the  team  of  horses,  harness,  etc., 
for  $250.00.  This  committee  reported  having  disposed  of 
the  above  property  for  the  sum  mentioned  on  May  3rd, 
and  on  that  date  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify 
all  delinquent  members  that  unless  they  paid  up  they 
would  be  dropped  from  the  roll.  A  resolution  was  intro¬ 
duced  and  adopted  to  the  effect  that  although  the  City  had 
purchased  the  property  of  the  Company,  the  members 
still  stood  ready  to  work  for  the  taxpayers  in  fighting  fire 
whenever  occasion  demanded.  The  minute  book  contains 
record  of  hut  one  meeting  subsequent  to  the  above  date, 
June  7th,  1897,  when  no  business  of  importance  was  trans¬ 


acted  other  than  the  election  of  C.  H.  Stockton  to  the  Pres¬ 
idency,  vice  B.  S.  Worsley,  resigned. 

ALERT  HOOK  AND  LADDER  COMPANY  No.  1 

The  initial  meeting  of  this,  the  third  Volunteer  Fire 
Company  organized  in  Astoria,  was  held  June  12tli,  1877, 
but  the  organization  was  not  perfected  until  the  5th  of  the 
following  month.  C.  W.  Fulton,  F.  J.  Taylor  and  B.  Van 
Dusen  represented  the  Company  in  the  first  Board  of 
Delegates  of  the  Department. 

The  records  of  the  Company  with  the  exception  of  the 
roll  of  membership  are  missing.  From  the  latter  we  find 
that  the  following  named  persons  were  admitted  to  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Company :  Ed.  D.  Curtis,  J.  O.  Bozorth,  B.

This,  the  last  engine  company  to  organize  before  the 
creation  of  the  Paid  Department,  held  their  first  meeting 
at  the  O.  &  L.  Cannery  on  September  7th,  1890.  C.  H. 
Stockton,  who  was  then  chief  of  the  department,  and  As¬ 
sistant  Chief  Hallock,  were  chosen  to  act  as  temporary 
President  and  Secretary,  respectively.  The  following 
named  persons  signed  the  roll :

After  the  installation  of  the  gravity  water  system  she  was 
traded  to  A.  G.  Long,  of  Portland,  for  1000  feet  of  hose 
and  is  now  in  service  in  the  Portland  Department. 

On  December  29th  Geo.  Goodell  and  John  Olvis  were 
elected  members  and  one  week  later  J.  V.  Watson  was 
selected  to  act  as  Assistant  Secretary.  Mr.  Goodell  was 
appointed  engineer,  receiving  for  his  services  as  such  $100 
per  month.  March  2nd,  1891,  J.  Brown  was  elected  to 
membership  while  two  months  later  L.  Ovinicicli  became  a 
member.  September  7th,  1891,  the  following  officers  were 
elected:  President,  L.  Larsen;  Treasurer,  S.  Olsen;  Sec¬ 
retary,  G.  Goodell;  Foreman,  J.  Roberson;  First  Assist¬ 
ant,  A.  Moralles;  Second  Assistant,  H.  Jones.  On  August 
3rd  Messrs.  Kopp,  Olsen  and  Roberson  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  purchase  a  team  of  horses  to  draw  the  en¬ 
gine.  Mr.  Goodell  resigned  from  the  company  and  on 


No’s  ember  lOtli  G.  \\  .  Morton  was  appointed  engineer. 
J.  \  .  Watson  was  chosen  secretary  and  T.  Id.  Linenweber 
Assistant  Secretary.  The  last  named  gentleman  passed 
to  the  Great  Beyond  in  the  month  of  April  following. 

H.  A  .  Leinenweber,  a  consin  of  the  deceased,  also  a 
member  of  the  Company,  was  drowned  by  falling  from  the 
steamer  “Astorian  at  Gray’s  dock  on  the  morning  of 
Jnly  4th.  The  Company  offered  a  reward  of  $25.00  for  the 
recovery  of  his  body  and  the  same  was  found  on  July  10th. 
The  Company  escorted  the  remains  to  the  burying  place 
and  resolutions  setting  forth  the  high  esteem  in  which  the 
deceased  had  been  held  by  his  fellow  members  were  drawn 
u])  by  Messrs.  Morton,  Watson  and  Roberson  and  ordered 
engrossed  upon  the  records. 

September  5th,  1892,  Lud.  Larsen  was  re-elected  pres¬ 
ident  and  T.  S.  Cornelius,  G.  W.  Morton  and  W.  T.  Schol- 
held  were  elected  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Assistant  Sec¬ 
retary,  respectively,  while  J.  T.  Hay,  Lars  Larsen  and 
Frank  Leinenweber  were  chosen  to  fill  the  positions  of 
Foreman  and  Assistants.  September  4th,  1893,  C.  F. 
Gramms,  John  Kopp,  E.  P.  Noonan,  Frank  Leinenweber, 
Lars  Larsen  and  Sam  4  Olsen  were  elected  President, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Secretary,  Foreman,  First  Assistant 
and  Second  Assistant,  while  Mr.  Morton  was  re-elected 
Secretarv. 


On  February  5th,  1894,  Mr.  J.  W.  Welch,  in  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  many  favors  extended  by  him  to  the  Campanv, 
was  presented  with  a  silver-headed  cane.  On  August 
31st,  of  the  same  year,  Ludwig  Larsen,  Frank  Cook  and 
Herman  Duncan  were  selected  as  delegates  to  represent 
the  Company  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Fire¬ 
man’s  Association  at  Oregon  City.  On  September  3d  C. 


4’.  Gramms,  G.  W.  Morton.  F.  Ik  Leinenweber  and  John 
Kopp  were  re-elected  and  Lars  Larsen,  Ray  Morton  and 
d.  V.  Watson  were  chosen  First  Assistant,  Second  Assist¬ 
ant  and  Assistant  Secretary.  Mr.  Larsen  resigned  on 
December  3d  and  Ray  Morton  was  advanced  to  the  posi¬ 
tion,  while  W.  T.  Scholfield  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy 
in  the  position  of  Second  Assistant  Foreman.  These 
gentlemen  served  until  September  2d,  1895,  when  the  of¬

February  3,  1896,  the  state  of  the  treasury  necessita¬ 
ted  measures  toward  economy,  and  the  salaries  of  the  en¬ 
gineer  and  driver  were  reduced  from  $100  and  $75  to  $80 
and  $60.  Lars  Larsen  resigned  on  June  1st,  and  G.  W. 
Morton  filled  the  position  of  foreman  until  the  7th  of  Sep¬ 
tember  following,  when  Ludwig  Larsen,  C.  F.  Gramms, 
F.  P.  Leinenweber,  A.  Schroder,  J.  Seines,  Ray  Morton 
and  A.  Mora  lies  were  chosen  to  act  as  President,  Treas¬ 
urer,  Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary,  Foreman,  First  As¬ 
sistant  and  Second  Assistant.  Mr.  Seines  resigned  June 
7th  and  F.  P.  Leinenweber,  who  was  selected  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  served  together  with  the  other  officers  named 
above  till  August  2d,  when  a  committee  consisting  of  G. 
W.  Morton,  T.  Cornelius,  C.  Evenson,  J.  Kearney  and  M. 
Gallagher  were  named  with  power  to  dispose  of  the  prop¬ 
erty  of  the  Company  to  the  best  possible  advantage,  and 
when  they  had  done  so  to  call  a  meeting  and  divide  the 


amount  received  equally  among  the  members.  A  resolu¬ 
tion  was  passed  to  the  effect  that  the  Company  cease  to 
assist  at  tires  and  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  call  of  the 
the  committee,  which  probably  occurred  shortly  after, 
but  of  which  no  record  appears. 

In  addition  to  the  members  whose  names  appear  on 
the  charter  list  of  the  Company,  the  following  named  were 
elected  to  membership  during  the  seven  years  the  organi¬ 
zation  remained  in  existence:  G.  Martin,  Tlios.

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THE  BOARD  OF  DELEGATES 


The  tirst  Board  of  Delegates  of  the  Department  held 
their  initial  meeting  September  13,  1877.  F.  J.  Taylor 
acted  as  temporary  chairman  and  B.  Van  Dusen  as  Sec¬ 
retary.  The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Portland  Fire 
Department  were  adopted  for  temporary  use  and  after 
the  credentials  of  the  delegates  had  been  examined  and 
approved  the  following  officers  were  chosen  :Frank  J.  Tay¬ 
lor,  president;  Charles  S.  Wright,  Treasurer  and  Ed.  1). 
Curtis,  Secretary.  In  addition  to  the  above  named  offi¬ 
cers  the  personnel  of  the  Board  was  as  follows:  C.  W. 
Fulton,  'Wm.  Chance,  C.  H.  Stockton,  J.  W.  Surprenant, 
N.  Clinton  and  I.  W.Case.  Wm.  Chance  resigned  on  the 
lOtli  of  January  of  the  following  year  and  his  seat  was 
tilled  by  J.  W.  Welch. 

The  second  Board  consisted  of  Peter  Wilhelm,  L. 
W.  Poole  and  Jas.  W.  Welch  of  No.  1  Company;  J.  W. 
Gearhart,  I.  M.  Severn  and  A.  W.  Berry  of  the  Alerts, 
and  J.  H.  I).  Gray,  Silas  B.  Smith  and  L.  1).  Coffman  of 
Rescue  No.  2.  Jas.  W.  Welch  was  elected  president  and 
J.  W.  Gearhart  Treasurer,  while  Ed.  D.  Curtis  continued 
to  act  as  secretary.  The  salary  of  the  latter  office  being 
stipulated  as  follows:  Twenty-five  cents  for  each  folio 
of  records  of  whatever  nature  actually  necessary  to  keep 
complete  records  of  the  department  and  twelve  and  one- 
half  cents  for  each  certificate  issued  by  him  to  firemen. 
The  judiciary  committee  presented  an  ordinance  for  the 
Council’s  approval  providing  a  monthly  allowance  of 
$15.00  to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  the  Board. 

On  the  evening  of  January  2,  1878,  the  alarm  bell  was 
broken  in  ringing  an  alarm  for  a  fire  in  Mrs.  McGregor’s 


house  near  Liberty  hall.  Shortly  after  the  following  no- 
tire  appeared  in  a  local  paper: 

Firemen’s  Fair  and  Bazaar:  ’Rah  for  the  new  bell. 
Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Foremen  of  the  Astoria  Fire  De¬ 
partment  held  at  the  rooms  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
January  8,  1878.  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Presi¬ 
dent  J.  Ft.  D.  Gray.  The  object  of  the  meeting  being  sta¬ 
ted,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  a  Fair  be  held  on  the 
evenings  of  February  20  and  21,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Department  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  fire  alarm  bell.  The  following  commit¬ 
tees  were  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  Fair:  P.  Wil¬ 
helm,  C.  A.  McGuire  and  C.  J.  Trenchard  of  No.  1  Com¬ 
pany;  J.  C.  Trull inger,  J.  C.  Ferguson  and  N.  Clinton  of 
No.  2,  and  Ed.  Curtis,  M.  1).  Kant  and  B.  Van  Dusen  of 
Alert  Hook  and  Ladder  Company. 

The  Bazaar  was  opened  February  20th  and  proved  a 
grand  success,  the  Committee  in  charge  turned  over  the 
sum  of  $862.59  to  the  Board  of  Delegates,  which  body 
later  ordered  a  bell  weighing  1200  pounds  and  costing 
$600  from  the  Oregon  Brass  Works  of  Portland.  The 
hell  was  received  here  on  the  30th  of  May  and  was  escort¬ 
ed  by  a  large  procession  headed  by  Lambert’s  Brass  Band, 
to  Capt.  Hustler’s  warehouse,  where  it  was  rung  by  a 
delegation  of  ladies  who  had  contributed  to  the  success  of 
the  Bazaar.  On  March  12th  a  vote  of  thanks  was  ex¬ 
tended  by  the  Department  to  the  following  named  per¬ 
sons  who  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  fete:  To  the 
Committee  of  Nine  named  above,  to  Mesdames  Van  Du¬ 
sen,  D.  K.  Warren,  Trenchard,  Dan  Graham,  H.  A.  Snow 
and  Nancy  Welch  and  to  Lambert’s  Brass  Band. 


This  is  the  bell  which  was,  a  short  time  ago,  mounted 
by  order  of  Chief  Foster  on  the  house  of  Chemical  Engine 
Co.  No.  1. 

Articles  of  incorporation  were  drawn  by  J.  W.  Robb 
and  adopted  August  29,  1879;  they  were  tiled  with  the 
Secretary  of  State  by  Hon.  R.  P.  Earhart  the  following 
month.  The  membership  of  the  Board  the  third  depart¬ 
ment  year  was  as  follows:  W.  W.  Parker,  A.  Van  Dusen, 
Jas.  W.  Welch,  A.  W.  Berry,  J.  ().  Bozortli,  T.  S.  Jewett, 
N.  Clinton,  B.  S.  Worsley  and  C.  H.  Stockton.  A.  W. 
Berry  officiated  as  President  and  J.  W.  Gearhart  and  Ed. 
I).  Curtis  as  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  respectively. 

The  first  exempt  certificate  to  be  granted  by  the 
Board  was  issued  under  date  of  February  27,  1880,  to 
Charles  S.  Wright  of  Astoria  Engine  Co.  No.  1.  The 
first  record  of  a  donation  to  the  Department  appears  un¬ 
der  the  date  of  August  23,  1880,  when  Chief  Engineer 
elect,  A,  W.  Berry,  presented  the  Department  with  Twen¬ 
ty-five  dollars. 

W.  W.  Parker,  C.  J.  Trenchard,  I.  Bergman,  E.  R

on  account  of  a  contemplated  removal  from  the  city  Fran!; 
L.  Parker  was  selected  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  that  of¬ 
fice.  The  above  named  gentlemen  served  until  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year,  when  W.W.  Parker,  J.  Strauss,  A.  A.  Cleve¬ 
land,  C.  H.  Stockton,  W.  J.  Barry,  Ed.  D.  Coin:-.  A.W. 
Berry  and  Frank  J.  Taylor  were  elected.  Hie  new  Board 
chose  Mr.  Taylor  as  their  presiding  officer  and  A.  V.  Ber¬ 


ry  as  Treasurer,  while  F.  L.  Parker  continued  to  act  as 
Secretary.

THE  PRESENT  DEPARTMENT 


The  present  Astoria  Paid  Fire  Department  wTas  cre¬ 
ated  by  the  City  Council  in  1897.  C.  H.  Stockton  was  ap¬ 
pointed  chief  Engineer,  and  that  gentleman  held  the  of¬ 
fice  until  October  31,  1904.  We  have  been  unable  to  find 
any  records  whatever  of  the  doings  of  the  Department 
during  Chief  Stockton’s  term  of  office,  even  the  tire  record 
book  being  blank,  despite  the  fact  that  the  city  was  visited 
during  the  period  by  a  number  of  disastrous  conflagra¬ 
tions. 

At  present  the  Chief  and  fifteen  men  comprise  the 
personnel  of  the  Department.  The  Chief,  with  four  men, 
the  drivers  of  the  chemical  and  hose  wagons  and  the  en¬ 
gineer  of  the  chemical  are  on  duty  constantly,  while  the 
remaining  eleven  men  are  termed  “call”  or  extra-men 
and  are  employed  in  various  capacities  during  the  day. 
They  are  obliged  to  sleep  at  the  Department  quarters, 
and  to  be  in  readiness  to  respond  to  an  alarm  at  any  hour 
of  the  day  or  night. 

The  apparatus  in  use  consists  of  the  following:  1 
Champion  Chemical  Engine,  double  60-gallon  tank;  2 
Hose  Wagons,  3  Hand  Hose  Reels,  5000  feet  of  hose,  3000 
feet  of  which  is  rubber;  6  horses.  While  1  Silsby  Steam 
Engine,  third  class,  and  1  Amoskeag  Steam  Engine,  sec¬ 
ond  class,  together  with  one  Hayes’  patent  third-class 
Truck  and  equipment  are  kept  in  reserve. 

The  city  is  supplied  with  water  through  a  gravity 
system  with  a  service  ranging  from  65,  the  lowest,  up  to 
113  pounds.  The  reservoir,  which  is  situated  on  a  hill 
back  of  the  center  of  town,  has  a  capacity  of  6,250,000  gal¬ 
lons.

A  modern  Game  well  Alarm  System  of  nine  boxes 
has  been  installed  and  greatly  facilitates  the  sending  in  of 
alarms.  Below  will  be  found  the  number  and  location  of 
the  boxes,  and  the  writer  would  suggest  the  advisability 
of  each  citizen  acquainting  himself  with  the  exact  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  box  nearest  his  home,  thereby  avioding  all  con¬ 
fusion  and  delay  in  case  of  tire.

RECORD  OF  FIRES 

The  first  alarm  turned  in  after  the  organization  of 
the  Department  was  occasioned  by  the  burning  out  of  a 
line  in  C.  L.  Parker’s  store.  Ed.  L).  Curtis  was  secretary 
of  the  Department  at  the  time  and  we  append  herewith 
his  record  of  the  fire:  “This  evening,  about  7  :30  o’clock, 
the  first  alarm  since  the  organization  of  the  Department 
was  given  on  account  of  the  burning  of  the  hue  in  C.  L. 
Parker’s  store.  The  night  was  dark  and  stormy.  The 
members  of  the  H.  &  L.  Co.  and  the  two  engine  companies 
proceeded  promiscuously  to  the  old  engine  house,  seized 
the  engine  and  hose  and  started  for  the  burning  soot.  Pass¬ 
ing  down  Benton  street  several  of  the  boys,  among  them 


Bren  Van  Dusen,  measured  themselves  in  the  mud.  Upon 
reaching  the  place  of  destination  a  stream  of  water  was 
turned  upon  the  helpless  roof  and  already  exhausted  chim¬ 
ney,  much  to  the  amusement  of  the  bystanders ;  mean¬ 
while  the  undersigned  and  the  secretary  of  the  Alerts 
were  enjoying  a  brace  of  pan-roasts  at  Lucas’.  Some  ir¬ 
responsible  member  of  the  Department  unkindly  stated 
that  our  Chief  Engineer  was  present  at  the  ‘fire’  (  ?)  with- 
an  umbrella.’  ” 

At  3:30  a.  m.,  November  28,  1877,  an  alarm  was 
sounded,  as  it  was  apparent  that  the  lumber  yards  at 
Knapptou  were  burning.  Most  of  the  members  respond¬ 
ed,  and  after  vainly  endeavoring  to  place  the  engines  on 
the  tug  “Astoria,”  but  finding  her  too  small,  Chief  Gray 
ascertained  that  the  hose  of  No.  2  would  fit  the  pump  of 
the  tug,  and  he  thereupon  ordered  500  feet  placed  aboard, 
and  the  Department  proceeded  to  the  scene  of  the  confla¬ 
gration  which,  in  spite  of  delays,  they  reached  within  fifty 
minutes  from  the  striking  of  the  alarm.  The  following 
appeared  in  a  local  paper  a  few  days  after: 

Letter  of  Thanks  to  Astoria  Firemen 

The  timely  visit  of  Chief  Engineer  Gray,  Second 
Assistant  C.  4.  Trenchard  and  Messrs.  Hickmott,  Shep¬ 
pard,  Hawes,  McCormick,  Surprenant,  Turner,  H.  B. 
Ferguson  and  others  (members  of  the  Astoria  Fire  De¬ 
partment)  on  the  morning  of  the  28th,  was  duly  and  truly 
appreciated  by  the  Knapptoniaus,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
following : 

Knapptox,  November  29,  1877. 

Editor  Asturian  :  On  the  evening  of  the  27th  our 
quiet  little  community  was  visited  by  the  fire  fiend,  de- 


tails  of  which  you  have  doubtless  heard  from  some  of  the 
gallant  hoys  who  so  eagerly  came  to  our  rescue  when  in¬ 
formed  of  our  dangerous  position.  The  tire  started  in  a 
pile  of  spruce  dunnage  lumber,  which,  being  very  dry, 
burned  rapidly,  consuming  about  125,000.  feet.  Mr.  Man¬ 
sur,  the  foreman,  assisted  by  the  men  (who  worked  as  only 
men  in  desperate  straits  can  work)  removed  large  lumber 
] tiles  and  applying  what  water  was  at  their  command,  had 
succeeded  in  confining  the  flames  within  small  space  and 
were  rapidly  gaining  on  them  when  the  tire  boys  from  As¬ 
toria  came  to  their  assistance,  and  within  an  hour  reduced 
the  devouring  flames  to  a  smouldering  mass.  We  do  not 
hesitate  in  saying  that  we  owe  our  narrow  escape  to  the 
prompt  appearance  of  the  firemen  from  Astoria,  and  that 
city  should  be  proud  of  such  a  fine  department,  and  we  can 
say  that  were  we  a  resident  of  Astoria  we  could  close  our 
eyes  at  night  without  fear;  confident  that  should  occasion 
require  we  could  summon  those  capable  of  meeting  and 
subduing  anything  in  the  shape  of  tire.  To  Capt.  John¬ 
son  and  Air.  J.  C.  Fox  we  owe  our  lasting  thanks  for  their 
kindness  in  so  promptly  putting  the  tug  k‘ Astoria”  at 
our  service  and  in  leaving  us  in  a  position  that  enabled 
us  to  meet  any  emergency  should  the  tire  have  broken  out 
again.  We  are  all  right  now,  the  burned  district  having 
been  cleared  away  and  the  mill  runing  as  smoothly  as 
usual.  We  can  truly  enjoy  this  Thanksgiving  Day.

On  July  31,  1878,  a  boarding  house  near  Bradley’s 
cannery  was  entirely  consumed,  resulting  in  a  loss  of  $1,- 
500.  Although  the  three  companies  responded  promptly 


to  the  alarm,  which  came  in  at  8:30  p.  m.,  the  Chief  En¬ 
gineer  considered  it  useless  to  make  the  run  and  ordered 
the  engines  returned  to  their  quarters.  The  seventh 
alarm  to  be  turned  in  during  the  second  fiscal  year  was  oc¬ 
casioned  by  the  burning  of  Trenchard  &  Upshur’s  store 
at  2:20  a.  m..  May  19,  1879.  The  loss  was  estimated  at 
$13,000,  insurance  $10,000.  This  was  the  first  serious  fire 
after  the  organization  of  the  Department. 

( )n  August  2d  the  department  was  called  out  by  the 
discovery  of  a  tire  in  the  cannery  of  the  Astoria  Packing 
Co.  The  engines  were  taken  to  the  scene  but  were  not 
needed.  A  second  alarm  was  sounded  before  the  companies 
had  reached  their  respective  houses.  This  time  the  blaze 
was  located  in  the  Pioneer  Restaurant.  Five  members  of 
the  Department  stationed  themselves  on  an  awning  op¬ 
posite,  and  while  playing  on  the  burning  roof  were  pre¬ 
cipitated  to  the  ground  by  the  collapse  of  the  awning.  A 
member  of  the  Alerts  was  badly  bruised  and  a  small  boy, 
Barneburg  by  name,  who  was  standing  beneath  the  awn¬ 
ing,  suffered  the  fracture  of  his  thigh  and  other  painful 
injuries.  The  fire  was  extinguished  with  a  loss  of  $25. 
This  was  the  thirteenth  and  last  lire  of  the  year. 

On  April  20,  1880,  the  residence  of  W.  G.  Ross  on 
Cass  street  was  totally  consumed,  entailing  a  loss  of  $1575  ; 
fully  insured. 

November  3,  1880,  while  responding  to  a  false  alarm, 
No.  1  ’s  engine  was  run  into  a  gutter  opposite  their  house 
and  the  axle  badly  sprung.  The  person  who  had  turned 
in  the  alarm  was  arrested  and  sentenced  to  twenty  days 
hard  labor  with  ball  and  chain.  On  December  16,  1881, 
a  tire  in  the  laundry  of  the  Occident  Hotel  resulted  in  a 
loss  of  $175;  fully  insured.

SCENES  DURING  TWO  OF  ASTORIA’S  MOST  DISASTROUS  FIRES. 

The  photo  in  the  upper  left-hand  corner  was  taken  July  2,  1883,  shortly  after  the  breaking 
out  of  the  fire  in  the  Clatsop  Mill,  then  located  on  Fourteenth  street  near  Commercial.  This 
resulted  in  the  most  disastrous  conflagration  that  ever  visited  the  city.  The  lower  view  shows 
'he  members  f  the  Department  and  volunteers  in  the  street  fighting  a  nasty  fire  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  15,  1901.  This  blaze  also  consumed  the  Clatsop  Mill  and  much  adjoining  property. 


On  July  2,  1883,  a  disastrous  tire  originated  in  the  Clat¬ 
sop  Mills,  then  located  at  the  corner  of  Fourteenth  and 
Duane  streets,  and  burned  easterly,  consuming  the  mill, 
the  O.  K.  lodging  house,  Austria  restaurant,  Morton’s 
shooting  gallery,  Aug.  Danielson’s  saloon,  A.  G.  Spex- 
arth’s  gun  store,  the  Centennial  hotel,  the  Grant  house, 
the  Foster  building,  Central  hotel,  Foard  &  Stokes’  store, 
and  the  O.  R.  &  N.  dock.  Everything  in  the  path  of  the 
flames  was  devoured  except  a  small  shed  standing  on  the 
north  side  of  Commercial  street  near  the  ().  R.  &  N.  dock. 
This  is  still  standing,  being  used  at  present  as  a  truck  shed 
by  a  local  draying  firm.  This  lire  was  the  most  expensive 
blaze  that  ever  visited  Astoria.  Shortly  after,  on  Aug. 
30th,  the  box  factory  of  Merrill  &  Co.,  in  Upper  Astoria, 
was  totally  consumed;  loss  $10,000,  insurance  $6,000.  De¬ 
cember  23d  the  Astoria  Iron  Works  suffered  the  loss  of 
$100  through  a  small  blaze,  which  was  promptly  extin¬ 
guished  by  the  Department,  while  on  March  28th,  follow¬ 
ing,  a  tire  in  Chinatown  resulted  in  a  loss  of  $1200. 
O’Brien’s  Hotel  was  totally  consumed  on  the  morning  of 
January  6,  1884,  the  loss  being  estimated  at  $3000,  with  no 
insurance.  July  7th  of  the  above  year  an  alarm  came  in 
at  10  p.  m.  for  a  fire  in  Zimmerman’s  store,  corner  Main 
and  Skamokawa  streets.  The  Department  responded 
promptly  and  soon  extinguished  what,  for  awhile,  threat¬ 
ened  to  be  a  serious  blaze;  loss  $250,  fully  insured.  An 
alarm  came  in  at  9  p.  in.,  February  3,  1885,  for  a  tire  in  the 
residence  of  Wm.  Uhlenhart,  on  Main  street.  The  De¬ 
partment  soon  had  the  blaze  under  control  and  in  a  short 
time  left  the  scene.  At  12:30  a.  m.,  however,  it  was  dis¬ 
covered  to  be  again  on  tire,  and  the  flames  had  gained  such 
headway  before  the  hoys  reached  the  scene  that  while  the 


house  was  saved  the  damage  from  water,  etc.,  amounted 
to  $1200 ;  fully  insured. 

March  23,  1885,  the  sash  and  door  factory  of  C.  H. 
Bain  together  with  the  Western  Hotel  were  totally  de¬ 
stroyed  resulting  in  a  loss  of  $28,000.00,  while  the  Baptist 
Church  was  damaged  to  the  extent  of  $150.00.  This  fire 
started  in  the  sash  and  door  factory  and  was  undoubtedly 
of  incendiary  origin.  The  total  amount  of  insurance  car¬ 
ried  on  the  property  consumed  was  but  $4,500.  July  Ttli, 
1885,  the  saloon  of  H.  R.  Brown  in  Uppertown  was  de¬ 
stroyed  together  with  three  small  dwellings.  Loss  $6,000. 
Insurance  $1000.00.  The  following  day  the  explosion  of  a 
coal-oil  lamp  in  a  small  tenement  house  near  the  Gas  works 
occasioned  a  loss  of  $450.00,  while  on  the  22nd  of  the  same 
month  an  incendiary  set  tire  to  a  one  story  frame  building 
at  the  corner  of  Lafayette  and  Concomleigh  streets  and 
before  the  engines  could  get  water  it,  together  with  two 
other  small  dwellings  and  a  house  belonging  to  George 
McEwan,  were  consumed,  entailing  a  loss  of  $1500.00. 
with  insurance  placed  at  $1200.00.  One  month  later  Max 
Wagner  suffered  the  loss  of  $2000  by  the  burning  of  his 
saloon.  This  tire  was  caused  bv  the  explosion  of  a  lamp 
at  4:35  A.  M. 

July  2nd,  1886,  a  tire  of  incendiary  origin  was  dis¬ 
covered  on  the  steamer  Lillian.  The  alarm  came  in  at 
10:15  P.  M.,  and  the  boys,  responding  promptly,  soon  had 
the  tire  under  control.  The  loss  was  estimated  at 
$150.00,  with  no  insurance.  Five  days  later  an  alarm 
sounded  at  10:30  A.  M.  occasioned  by  the  upsetting  of  a 
pot  of  hot  grease  on  the  stove  in  Ostrum’s  saloon.  The 
salooon,  together  with  the  adjoining  buildings  of  A.  K. 
Anderson,  Christ  Johns  and  P.  Matteson,  were  consumed. 


Total  loss,  $7000.00;  insurance,  $2300.00.  On  August  27tli 
the  stables  of  F.  F.  Parker  suffered  to  the  extent  of 
$650.00;  no  insurance.  November  1st  an  alarm  was  re¬ 
ceived  at  midnight.  The  tire  was  discovered  to  be  in  a 
building  owned  by  das.  Gray  and  occupied  by  a  number  of 
Chinamen,  one  of  whom  was  burned  to  death  and  several 
others  badly  scorched  before  being  taken  from  the  build¬ 
ing  by  the  members  of  the  Department.  The  building, 
valued  at  $1000.00,  was  a  total  loss. 

The  hell  tapped  at  6  o’clock  Sunday  morning,  Janu¬ 
ary  23rd,  1887,  and  the  hoys  hastened  out  of  their  warm 
beds  into  the  cold  to  find  the  flames  creeping  through  the 
cracks  of  a  burning  hue  and  igniting  the  timbers  in  the 
roof  of  the  Astor  House.  The  engines  were  slow  in  get¬ 
ting  water,  but  the  building,  with  the  exception  of  the 
roof,  was  saved.  The  damage  was  appraised  at  $2812.00, 
fully  covered  by  insurance.  August  31st  of  the  same  year 
a  building,  the  property  of  John  Erickson  and  situated 
below  the  Electric  Light  Works,  was  consumed,  entailing 
a  loss  of  $2500.00,  fully  insured.  W.  B.  Adair  and  M. 
Domenico  each  suffered  the  loss  of  a  building  valued  at 
$600.00  on  September  6th.  The  former  carried  no  insur¬ 
ance,  while  the  latter  was  the  fortunate  possessor  of  a  pol¬ 
icy  covering  the  entire  amount  of  the  loss. 

One  of  the  most  spectacular  tires  ever  seen  by  Astu¬ 
rians,  and  one  in  which  the  volunteers  did  some  of  their 
best  work,  occurred  on  November  20th,  1887.  On  this  date 
at  6:15  o’clock  in  the  evening  residents  of  the  city  ob¬ 
served  the  steamer  “Telephone,”  belonging  to  Paptain 
U.  B.  Scott,  approaching  the  city,  a  mass  of  flame.  Some¬ 
one  turned  in  an  alarm  and  the  hose  team,  some  of  the 
members  of  which  had  seen  the  steamer  coming,  rushed  to 


the  house,  and,  seizing  the  hose  reel,  sped  away  for  the 
upper  part  of  the  town,  it  being  apparent  that  Captain 
Scott  was  headed  for  the  shore,  with  the  intention  of 
beaching  his  beautiful  steamer,  which  appeared  then  cer¬ 
tain  to  become  a  heap  of  cinders  within  a  short  time.  The 
Captain  ran  her  ashore  .just  below  the  Point  Adams  Can¬ 
nery,  and  as  she  touched  the  beach  the  entire  cabin  was 
seen  to  be  ablaze.  The  hose  team  reached  the  scene  within 
a  few  seconds  after  she  struck,  and  they  were  closely  fol¬ 
lowed  bv  the  remainder  of  the  Dq  mrtment,  with  the  en¬ 
gine.  A  stream  was  soon  playing  on  the  flames,  while  a 
number  of  the  members  directed  their  efforts  to  saving 
the  passengers,  of  whom  she  carried  a  large  number.  All 
of  them  were  taken  safely  from  the  boat  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  H.  Anderson,  who  was  so  badly  burned  that  he 
died  later  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital.  While  most  of  the 
upper  works  of  the  steamer  were  burned,  the  Department 
succeeded  in  saving  the  hull  and  much  valuable  rigging, 
and  she  was  later  repaired  and  placed  on  the  run  between 
here  and  Portland.  While  en  route  to  the  fire  N.  P.  Johan¬ 
sen  fell  and  suffered  the  fracture  of  his  breast  bone  and 
one  rib.  Captain  Scott,  in  appreciation  of  the  services 
rendered  by  the  boys,  presented  the  Department  with  one 
hundred  dollars  in  gold,  to  1  e  used  to  assist  in  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  a  team  to  haul  the  engine. 

On  July  30th,  1889,  the  steamer  “Louise  Vaughn” 
took  fire  while  moored  at  the  foot  of  Benton  Street  and 
was  badly  damaged;  loss,  $1000.00.  Another  steamer,  the 
“Geo.  W.  Mendell, ”  which  was  moored  at  Hustler’s  dock, 
suffered  to  the  extent  of  $500.00  on  November  1st  of  the 
same  year.  April  21st,  1890,  a  house,  the  property  of 
Mrs.  \V.  G.  Ross,  was  damaged  to  the  extent  of  $400.00, 
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and  on  the  26th  of  the  following  month  Mrs.  Grant’s 
boarding  house,  situated  on  Third  between  West  Eighth 
and  'Wst  Ninth,  was  totally  consumed,  entailing  a  loss 
of  $2000.00,  fully  insured.  On  June  17th  an  alarm  came 
in  at  11  :45  P.  M.  calling  the  Department  to  a  lively  blaze 
in  the  building  owned  by  J.  H.  Mansell  on  Third  Street 
near  West  Ninth.  Although  they  soon  had  three  streams 
playing  on  the  building,  the  boys  were  unable  to  save  it, 
and  it  and  the  stock  proved  a  total  loss.  The  building 
was  valued  at  $2600.00,  with  $1500.00  insurance,  while  the 
stock,  on  which  there  was  no  insurance,  was  valued  at 
$5000.00. 

The  usual  Fourth  of  July  tire  occurred  early  in  the 
day  this  year,  a  hlaze  being  discovered  in  the  stable  of 
Murray  &  Co.  on  Fifth  Street  near  Gluey  at  3  o’clock  in 
the  morning.  Before  the  Department  reached  the  scene 
the  building  was  beyond  saving  and  four  horses  had  been 
cremated  in  the  flames.  March  30tli,  1891,  fire  damaged 
the  mess  house  at  the  Clatsop  Mill  to  the  extent  of  $1000, 
while  the  men  residing  therein  lost  personal  effects  to  the 
value  of  $600.  On  May  21st  of  this  year  a  lively  blaze 
called  the  Department  to  the  Astoria  Woodvard;  before  it 
could  he  got  under  control  the  flames  were  communicated 
to  the  residence  of  Mr.  Zumath;  loss,  $1000. 

The  Department  responded  to  two  alarms  on  June 
3rd.  The  first  one,  coming  in  at  10:30  A.  M.,  was  occa¬ 
sioned  by  the  burning  of  the  roof  of  Devlin’s  Cannery. 
All  the  companies  responded,  but  their  services  were  not 
needed.  The  secod  alarm  resulted  in  one  of  the  hottest 
fires  in  the  history  of  the  Department.  Flames  were  dis¬ 
covered  issuing  from  Cuthirth’s  Paint  Shop  at  1  :30  P.  M., 
and  before  the  arrival  of  the  engines  the  sparks  had  set 


lire  to  Cleveland’s  Bakery.  From  here  they  communi¬ 
cated  to  the  Masonic  Hall,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  rooms  and  the  house 
of  Rescue  Engine  Company.  The  prompt  work  of  the 
Department,  however,  brought  the  fire  under  control  with¬ 
in  a  half-hour,  and  what  threatened  at  one  time  to  devour 
the  entire  territory  in  this  vicinity  resulted  in  but  nominal 
losses,  as  follows:  Mrs.  Badollet,  building,  $2600;  Cut- 
birtli  Paint  Shop,  $900;  Harry  Heins,  oyster  house,  $500; 
William  Brant,  household  effects,  $600;  G.  Rasselo, 
household  effects,  $600;  A.  B.  Thompson,  household  goods, 
$600;  Mrs.  Doeneka,  household  goods,  $250;  C.  A.  May, 
shop,  $250 ;  Hong  Wu  Lung,  Chinese  goods,  $4000 ;  Cleve¬ 
land’s  Bakery,  building,  $400;  Masonic  Temple  and  oth¬ 
ers,  about  $350. 

July  22nd  the  hoys  were  again  called  upon  to  respond 
to  two  alarms.  The  first  came  in  from  Box  4,  and  was 
caused  by  a  small  fire  in  the  lumber  yard  of  the  Clatsop 
Mill.  The  second  was  received  at  7  :20  P.  M.  and  was  oc¬ 
casioned  by  the  burning  of  the  residence  of  J.  H.  Palmer, 
near  the  North  Pacific  Brewery.  The  building  was  tot¬ 
ally  consumed,  though  the  Department  succeeded  in  sav¬ 
ing  most  of  the  furniture.  The  loss  was  estimated  at 
$2800,  with  $700  insurance.  Sunday,  August  16th,  at  10 
P.  M.,  fire  was  discovered  on  board  the  steamer  “Suomi,” 
lying  at  the  O.  R.  ck  N.  Co.’s  dock.  After  thirty  minutes 
service  the  engines  returned  to  their  quarters.  Loss  sus¬ 
tained  by  the  steamer,  $.800. 

June  5th,  1892,  a  Maze  in  a  China  house  opposite  the 
Postoffice  caused  a  loss  of  $500.  On  August  11th  of  this 
year  fresh  water  was  pumped  by  an  engine  on  a  fire  for 
the  first  time.  A  still  alarm  was  sent  in  owing  to  a  brush 
fire  in  dangerous  proximity  to  H.  Cribb’s  residence  and 


the  Chief  Engineer  ordered  No.  2  engine  to  go  to  the  res¬ 
ervoir.  From  there  1400  feet  of  hose  was  laid  to  the  fire 
and  the  same  extinguished  with  fresh  water.  At  8 :20 
o’clock  in  the  evening  of  September  80th  the  gong  tapped 
from  Box  6.  The  Department  found  upon  their  arrival 
that  Ross’  Opera  House  was  a  mass  of  flames  and  beyond 
saving,  so  the  Chief  directed  his  efforts  to  saving  adjoin¬ 
ing  property,  much  of  which  was  threatened.  The  resi¬ 
dences  of  Messrs.  A.  Dunbar,  Fanning,  Lyman  and  Dr. 
Alfred  Kinney  were  all  at  one  time  on  tire,  but  through 
good  work  were  saved  from  serious  damage.  The  opera 
house  was  a  total  loss.  This  lire  was  supposed  to  have 
been  the  work  of  an  incendiary. 

Septinfler  29tli,  1893,  an  alarm  came  in  at  2:45  A.  M. 
for  a  tire  in  the  Clatsop  Mill.  When  the  Department 
reached  the  scene  the  tire  was  beyond  control  and  efforts 
were  directed  to  the  saving  of  adjoining  property.  After 
nine  hours’  hard  work  the  engines  returned  to  quarters. 
The  loss  to  the  mill  property  was  estimated  at  $30,000, 
with  but  $9000  insurance.  May  13th,  1894,  the  West 
Coast  Cannery  was  entirely  consumed,  and  on  the  301  b 
of  June  following  Kinney’s  Cannery  was  totally  de¬ 
stroyed,  entailing  a  loss  of  $70,000,  with  $50,000  insur¬ 
ance.  The  alarm  was  received  at  4:15  A.  M.  and  the  De¬ 
partment  was  in  service  six  hours.  This  was  one  of  the 
heaviest  losses  recorded  in  the  books  of  the  Department. 
On  July  10th  fire  in  the  building  next  the  house  occupied 
by  Engine  Company  No.  3  caused  a  loss  of  $900  before  it 
was  brought  under  control. 

February  14th,  1895,  E.  Brock’s  house  suffered  to 
the  extent  of  $500,  while  on  the  10th  of  the  following 
month  a  blaze  in  the  store  of  Max  Strahl  caused  a  loss  of 


the  same  amount.  From  the  above  date  up  to  last  October, 
when  Chief  Engineer  Foster,  the  present  incumbent,  as¬ 
sumed  the  duties  of  the  office,  no  records  of  fires  appear  m 
the  books  to  which  we  have  had  access. 

On  February  15th,  1901,  the  Clatsop  Mills  were  tot¬ 
ally  destroyed.  The  fire  was  discovered  at  9:45  A.  M. 
July  9th,.  1901,  Itume’s  dock  on  Bond  street  burned,  a 
local  hardware  firm  losing  among  other  goods,  25  mowing 
machines.  The  coal  bunkers,  situated  at  the  O.  R.  &  N. 
dock,  were  the  scene  of  a  lively  blaze  on  September  8th, 
of  the  same  year,  and  the  Department  had  hard  work 
to  keep  it  from  spreading,  losing  a  large  quantity  of  hose 
in  the  effort. 

Since  Chief  Foster  assumed  command  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  on  October  31st  of  last  year,  up  to  the  present  writ¬ 
ing,  March  4,  the  boys  have  been  called  upon  to  respond  to 
eighteen  alarms.  In  each  instance,  however,  the  blaze 
was  extinguished  without  any  serious  loss. 

In  concluding  this  record  of  the  tires  that  have  visit¬ 
ed  Astoria  it  may  he  conservatively  said,  that  albeit  As¬ 
toria  has  suffered  several  disastrous  conflagrations,  in¬ 
surance  rates  during  the  past  decade  have  been  materially 
decreased  and  from  the  standpoint  of  a  casual  observer 
it  would  seem  that,  by  those  most  competent  to  judge,  the 
Astoria  Fire  Department  at  present,  is  decidedly  an  effic¬ 
ient  one — a  credit  to  itself  and  to  the  City  supporting  it. 

However,  this  city  is  as  vulnerable  as  others,  alarms 
are  numerous,  as  the  records  will  show,  and  the  citizens 
should  not  allow  the  absence  of  the  destructive  element 
for  a  few  months  to  lull  them  into  a  dream  of  fancied  se¬ 
curity  from  which  they  might  be  awakened  by  the  clang  of 
the  gong  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.  Much  as  a  na-
